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WEEKLY REVIEW. 


There isa more hopeful feeling apparent in 
the trade owing to the indications of a probable 
early cessation of the labor troubles. This 
feeling is not yet shown in an increased de- 
mand for goods but 1t is felt that the worst is 
about over and more encouragement is drawn 
from the outlook. Few features of special 
interest have developed during the week, 
There is a fair distrituting trade; going on in 
almost all lines, but business in a large way is 
almost at a standstill and is likely to continue 
so now the season has so far advanced without 
noticeable improvement. Drugs are in fair 
Jobbing request and generally steady. The 
paint trade is fair and oils receive a moderate 
hare of attention. Petroleum has received a 
black eye by a large failure. Chemicals and 
dyes are quiet. 


There has been no change in the money mar- 
ket. The supply of loanable funds is on the 
increase, and rates are easy, and have ruled a 
shade lower than duriag the preceding week 
We quote 14@ 2 per cent. for call loans on 
good collateral. Commercial paper is 
scarce and the demand is fair. We quote as 
follows: 60 to 90 days’ indorsed bills receivable 
at 4@434 per cent, four months’ commission 
house names at 4@5, and good single names— 
jobbers—having four to six months to run, 4%

SUMMARY. 


There is rejoicing to-day in the ranks 
of manufacturers of proprietary goods, 
and especially among the active par- 
ticipants in the struggle which has 
just closed, to preserve the usefulness 
of the contract plan; the Cincinnati 
house that has been made so conspic- 
uous by its defiant attitude toward the 
system is now in the ranks, having been 
converted by brotherly love at an in- 
quiry meeting in this city last week, 
full proceedings of which we publish 
in this issue. The depression in the 
paint trade calls forth some remarks, 
in which the advance in oxide of zinc 
is referred to. We give publicity to 
certain statements about Russian com- 
petition in the Levant, and how Amer- 
ican petroleum is being supplanted; 
these foreign stories are to be taken 
with considerable allowance, and not 
swallowed whole without proper mas- 
tication; the story may be mythical or 
it may be true, still it gives an oppor- 
tunity for discussion. The cottonseed 
oil mills throughout the South are 
gradually being delivered into other 
hands, the American Oil Co. having 
succeeded in getting control of four 
and probably more concerns since the 
recent convention in Memphis; the 
concentration of manufacturing inter- 
ests is an important feature of the in- 
dustry, and as ‘“‘coming events cast 
their shadows before,” the general 
trade are watching with interest all 


the shadows, in order to keep up with 
the procession. Congress has the oleo- 
margarine craze, and the Committee 
on Agriculture shows dangerous symp- 
toms of the fever, but recovery is prob- 
able; the report submitted by this 
committee on oleomargarine is truly a 
remarkable document; it professes to 
give the composition of the much- 
abused and slandered article, ‘but such 
gross ignorance is seldom met with, 
and as the production of Congressional 
lawmakers, the report will be viewed 
as a one-sided and very untruthful ac- 
count of a legitimate industry; the 
great pressure brought to bear upon 
the national ‘legislature to impose a 
prohibitory tax on the substitute for 
butter is the work of narrow-minded 
grangers who want the whole world, 
and by this effort expect to maintain 
high prices on butter, which is yet a 
luxury in many households of the poor. 
American illuminating oils are grow- 
ing in popularity on the other side of 
the ocean; foreign consumers realize 
the fact, no doubt, that America: 
refiners cannot be excelled in mak- 
ing burning oils, as we hear 
of no further complaints on that 
score, but as the exports of illuminating 
oils have increased during the past 
seven months, as shown by official 
figures elsewhere, how are we to ex- 
plain the deficit in lubricating grades? 
Probably the foreign wheels of com- 
merce are in better running order and 
don’t require so much grease. 


The small Philadelphia dealers in 
burning oils were compelled to take 
out licenses the other day for allowing 
oil on their premises, but a city official 
now comes to the front with an opin- 
ion that licenses are not required, and 
although the ducats from numerous 
licenses have been dumped into the city 
treasury, where they will likely re- 
main, all the grocers and other dealers 
rise up and call him blessed. Pennsyl- 
vania once had a notorious character 
nicknamed ‘‘coal oil Johnny,” and Cal- 
ifornia comes to the fore with her 
“coal oil Jimmy,” who performs the 
wonderful feat of drinking all kinds of 
distilled petroleum in place of whisky 
straight without exploding. The Lima 
oil field has now donned its short 
clothes, being one year old,and is a very 
promising youngster in the matter of 
yield but not in quality. We hope 
that the army of tramps in this city 
will learn that a beer well has been 
tapped in Sharpsburg, Pa., where 
borings were in progress for oil; not 
having sampled the stuff, we are una- 
ble to say whether it is good, stout 
lager or has a taste of the goat. How 
to prevent the flow of natural gas at 
the end of a pipe has been a serious 
problem in the Pennsylvania fields; 
this difficulty is now overcome and a 
great saving made thereby by a level 
headed inventor. The increased pro- 
duction of naphtha with restricted 
outlets is causing not a little amxiety 
in Russia, as the situation has reached 
a crisis; naphtha is a dangerous play- 
thing and Russian refiners may find it 
out before long. An amalgamation of 
German petroleum companies is an- 
nounced, but the names are so hard to 
tackle that the average reader will 
have to read up on his alphabet be- 
fore making the attempt. We hear 
frequently of new processes for dis- 
tilling petroleum: every one discovered 
is pronounced the best; among the 
latest is a London patent which is de- 
scribed. Cremation by natural gas 
ought not to be such a “‘holy terror” 
as some persons believe it to be, ac- 
cording to the gentle manner in which 
a natural gas oven reduces the human 
frame to ashes, as described elsewhere. 
Substitutes for tallow in making soaps 
are being accepted on the Pacific 
slope; tallow is so cheap that 
curiosity would be excited to know 
what cheaper substitutes could be 
used; they are named in an article 
elsewhere. London is remarkable for 








































































many things and among others it has 
& remarkable sample of gum benzoin. 
The many products of petroleum and 
their diversified uses are referred to. 
It has been demonstrated by a writer 
that the average life of gas pools is not 
greater than that of oil pools; that 
point has not been disputed, we be- 
lieve. A fresh treatise on hopeine 
may probably renew the flagging in- 
terest in this subject; right here we 
might ask why is the preparation 
called ‘“‘hopeine,” if it is an alkaloid of 
hops? The oleomargarine fight is on 
and both sides are determined to see it 
through; some honest words to honest 
men will be found in our miscellaneous 
columns, but do our lawmakers care 
for honest words? A sale of cutch 
by contract has just been decided by 
the English courts. A review of the 
essential oil market by a German 
house will bear perusal. President 
Kline of the Wholesale Drug Associa- 
tion, congratulates the trade in our 
correspondence column, over the con- 
version of Park & Sons to the contract 
plan. We reproduce a newsy editorial 
from a London contempory on the 
cultivation of cinchona barks in Cey- 
lon and Java.

THE REBATE PLAN STRENGTH- 
ENED. 


Manufacturers of proprietary articles 
and the proprietary committee of 
the wholesale drug association, have 
gained a victory which places the 
rebate system on a stronger basis and 
dismisses all anxiety as to its future. 
The meeting of proprietors last week, 
a full account of which is given else- 
where, was devoted almost exclusively 
to the consideration of the case of 
Messrs: John D. Park & Sons of Cin- 
cinnati who have positively refused 
for some time to recognize the 
rebate plan, and when forced 
to sign contracts in order to get 
supplies, did so under protest. A 
member of the firm was present by in- 
vitation and he heard more about the 
transactions of his firm in the course 
of a few hours debate, than would fill 
a good sized book. Some harsh things 
were said by enthusiastic supporters of 
the rebate, but Mr. Park sat through 
the whole ordeal and listened to the 
discussion with a self-satisfied smile. 
The meeting resolved itself into a 
court of inquiry to ascertain whether 
the firm in question had changed its 
views and if there were any prospects 
of asurrender. The representative of 
the delinquent house was questioned 
every few minutes,and the full power of 
moral suasion brought to bear upon 
him on every point; he wascoaxed and 
pleaded with; aspecial committee con- 
ferred with him but failed to make a 
convert. Before the session closed, 
however, the surrenderof Park & Sons 
to the support of the rebate plan was 
complete, as will be seen by the letter 
published in the regular proceedings, 
pledging the honor of the firm to faith- 
fully adhere to every contract signed 
by the house. There is no protest bus- 
iness about this agreement; it means a 
compliance to the rebate terms in 
spirit and letter, or not at all. The 
proprietors are given to understand 
that they are to experience no more 
trouble in watching the movements of 
Park & Sons, and that goods are to be 
shipped to them without question, 
upon the signing of the required con- 
tracts. There is every evidence that 
the rebate system will hereafter be 
well maintained in Cincinnati. The 
importance of the action taken last 
week to strengthen this very weak 
spot, cannot be overestimated, and 
the associations of proprietors and 
wholesalers are to be congratulated on 
the happy denouement. Thus,cireum- 
stances have wrought a change in the 
opinions of the most radical anti-re- 
baters, who positively declined to en- 
ter into any agreement at the Cincin- 
nati conference, and sent their repre-

sentative to the meeting last week 
with apparently the same determina- 
tion, but who went home as a rebate 
sympathizer in action and pledged to 
turn over anew leaf. The house was 
forced to accept this position through 
the instrumentality of the committee 
on proprietary articles of the whole- 
sale association. Chairman Kelly’s 
motto was ‘“‘peaceably if we can but 
forcibly if we must,” and he carried it 
out in earnest. Proprietors were kept 
well informed by letters and circulars 
as to the progress of the fight, accom- 
panied by repeated requests to enforce 
their contracts. He was ably assisted 
by the proprietors,’ sixty of whom 
found it necessary to suspend business 
with the house under fire. This cur- 
tailment of supplies and the manifes— 
tation at the meeting of renewed confi- 
dence in the rebate system and of a de- 
termination to continue the warfare on 
cutters as expressed in the resolution 
to withdraw the rebate in all cases of 
direct or indirect evasion or violation, 
caused them to capitulate.Although all 
rebate plan has been in operation on a 
large number of articles for about four 
years, and on a smaller number fora 
much longer period, this was the first 
occasion in its history when the pro- 
prietary committee was called upon to 
make complaints. This course was 
only resorted to when all other means 
devised to correct the violations by the 
Cincinnati house were found to be 
fruitless,and when the committee be- 
came convinced that further tolerance 
must result in a complete breaking 
down of the system. President Kline 
of the wholesale association addressed 
a note of warning to the trade in Feb- 
ruary and its influence has no doubt 
prevented a desertion of jobbers from 
the ranks. He is a warm advocate of 
the system and seconded Mr. Kelly’s ef- 
forts, as the wholesale dealers are more 
largely and directly interested in the 
maintenance of the rebate than manu- 
facturers are. As rumors have been 
current of evasions by other houses, it 
is expected that the prompt co-opera- 
tion on the part of proprietors as signi- 
fied in the resolutions adopted, will 
prevent further trouble. 


THE CAUSES OF DEPRESSION IN 
THE PAINT TRADE. 


The spring season for the sale of 
paints and colors is fast drawing toa 
close, and so far it has been with very 
few exceptions one of the most unsat- 
isfactory the trade has ever known. 
No season ever opened with brighter 
prospectsthan those presented at the 
beginning of the present year, and 
never were prospects so soon blighted. 
During the fall and winter many build- 
ing enterprises were projected, and 
with the coming of spring it was gene- 
rally expected that operations would 
be begun on a larger scale than ever 
before. The paint manufacturers and 
dealers naturally looked for a large 
demand for their products in conse- 
quence of this anticipated activity in 
building circles. How they were dis- 
appointed is well known. First came 
the disastrous strikes in the west and 
southwest, shutting off the anticipated 
demand from that quarter by paralyz- 
ing all lines of trade, and theu the ex- 
tension of the labor troubles to the 
building trade, which brought the de- 
pression nearer home. Throughout 
what should be the busiest time of the 
year for paint and color manufactu- 
rers and dealers, the volume of business 
has barely exceeded that of the winter 
or summer months when little business 
is expected. There are however a few 
specialties which do not appear to 
have suffered from the general depres- 
sion, and there have been periods when 
the amount of business passing has 
compared very favorably with past cor- 
responding weeks or months. It is 
stated also that certain manufacturers 
and dealers have found very little dif- 
ference in the amount of business 








transacted by them this year compared 
with previous spring seasons, but they 
appear to have been specially favored 
as taking the record of the season 
throughout it presents little that is 
encouraging or satisfactory. 

A notable exception is the case of 
the American oxide of zinc which has 
in no wise suffered from the general 
depression in the paint trade. On the 
contrary the demand has been extra- 
ordinarily.good, so good in fact that 
the manufacturers have been unable 
to keep pace with it and some of them 
have been compelled to come in the 
market for stock with which to fill 
pressing orders. The cause of this 
demand it is difficult to trace, except 
so far as its origin is concerned. The 
increased cost of white lead consequent 
upon the advance in the pig metal 
early in the season, naturally turned 
the attention of many consumers to 
zinc oxide, which is used largely as a 
substitute for the more expensive car- 
bonate of lead. This, however, would 
scarcely account for the continued de- 
mand in view of the quiet tone of the 
trades in which these commodities are 
most largely used. It is stated that 
ready mixed paints have hada very 
good outlet this spring and as oxide of 
zine forms the base of many of these 
it is presumable that most of the sales 
were for the account of the manufac- 
turers of this class of goods. Under 
the stimulation of this demand the 
prices of zine oxide have advanced 
considerably, the upward movement 
being assisted by the shutting down of 
one of the largest works and strikes in 
other factories. ‘I'he demand of the 
workmen for an increase of wages was 
acceded to, but they are now agitating 
the eight-hour question and as the 
manufacturers are not disposed to 
meet this new demand, it may result 
in the shutting down of the works and 
a further advance in the market prices. 

The depression in the building trade 
has had a marked effect upon the trade 
in window glass, which a few weeks 
ago gave promise of reviving. The 
importers find little to do besides fill- 
ing old contracts, but they are able to 
firmly maintain prices. Advices from 
the centers of the American glass 
trade are not so encouraging as they 
have been, the widespread labor 
troubles checking the improvement 
previously noted, The manufacturers 
however are heartily sick of the un- 
profitable prices of the past, and be- 
lieving that there is a better time com- 
ing, are very firmin their views; and 
notwithstanding the dullness of trade, 
the upward movement continues. Al- 
together, the prospects of the glass 
trade are more satisfactory than they 
have been for several years. 
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CONCENTRATING THE COTTON- 
SEED OIL INTERESTS. 

From all indications, the American 
Oil Company has covered considerable 
territory since the adjournment of the 
annual convention of the Cottonseed 
Crushers Association in Memphis on 
May 6. The rumors published in last 
week’s issue of the REPORTER con- 
cerning the purchase of several mills, 
have since been confirmed, and we are 
authorized to state that the recent 
purchases by the American Company 
include the Union Oil Company,of New 
Orleans and Povidence, Greenville, 8. 
C., Oil Mill, Columbus, Miss., Oil Mill, 
and the Lee Oil Works of Natchez, Miss. 
The Memphis, Tenn., Oil Company is 
also said to have sold out, but the 
report is not confirmed at headquar- 
ters. We are informed from the South 
that negotiations are now pending 
with the Maginnis Oil and Soap 
Works of New Orleans, Baton Rouge, 
La., Oil Works, Jackson, Tenn., Oil 
Mill, of which Mr. J. W. Allison, the 
ex-president of the Crushers Associa- 
tion, is owner, and the Hope Oil Mill 
of Memphis, owned by Mr. J. C. John- 
son, the newly elected president of the 





association. This shows a desire on the 
part of the crushers to combine their 
interests and elevate the industry to 
a better basis. What effect the 
present developments will have on 
the industry in the future, is yet a 
matter of speculation, but the fact 
that the American Oil Company now 
controls upwards of fifty mills and 
that the work of concentration is still 
progressing, may cause a_ radical 
change in the manner of conducting 
business. With improved processes, 
cheapened labor, enlarged seed facili- 
ties, reduced expenses in marketing 
all the various products, and man- 
ufacturing on a large scale, the 
company could afford to sell at low 
prices and thus compete with substi- 
tutes as well as to meet prices on the 
territory of foreign manufacturers,and 
ensure a larger consumption of Ameri- 
can cottonseed products, The problem 
often discussed about how to remedy 
the existing difficulties which prevent 
a profitable return from the invest- 
ment, will then receive a practical solu- 
tion. 


ARE WE LOSING OUR PETROLEUM 
TRADE IN THE LEVANT? 

Judging from a recent letter from 
Beyrout, published in the Hartford 
Courant, our petroleum interests in 
the Levant are greatly endangered by 
Russian competition. The American 
consul at that port is, according to the 
writer of this letter, of the opinion 
that unless something is done very 
soon American petroleum will be 
driven entirely from the Levant mar- 
ket, which it has controlled for the 
past twenty years. In supportof this 
unpleasant intimation, facts and fig- 
ures are cited showing that since Rus- 
sian petroleum was introduced in the 
Levant, April, 1885, it has made re- 
markable progress in the favor of con- 
sumers, From April 20, 1885, to Feb. 
1, 1886, 70,000 cases of Russian refined 
petroleum was imported into Syria via 
Smyrna and Beyrout. From Feb. 1, 
1886, to the date on which the letter 
referred to was written, a little over 
one month, 40,000 cases of the Russian 
oil arrived, while during that period 
it is alleged not a case of Ameri- 
can oil was _ received. On the 
other hand, the statistics of the 
Treasury Department show that dur- 
ing the year 1885 the exports of Ameri- 
can refined petroleum to the Levant, 
which includes European, Asian and 
African Turkey, amounted to 1,771,597 
gallons more than in 1884. These lat- 
ter statistics would tend to disprove 
the statement that the Russians have 
to any extent superceded the Ameri- 
can refiners in that market. 

There is nevertheless, no doubt that 
the Russians are making strenuous ef- 
forts to monopolize the markets of the 
old world and that they have already 
succeeded in gaining a strong foothold 
in places which have hitherto been 
contrclled exclusively by Americans. 
Wherever they have gained this ad- 
vantage it has been alleged to be due 
to deterioration in the quality of Amer- 
ican oil, and the raising of their own 
standard of quality. Again, one of 
their chief advantages lies in cheaper 
transportation to the principal Asiatic 
and African markets than it has seemed 
possible for the Americans to secure, 
For instance, ‘‘to transport petroleum 
from Batoum to Beyrout,” to quote 
the Courant correspondent, ‘‘ costs 
eleven cents against twenty-three 
cents from New York,” which admits of 
a much lower market rate on the Rus- 
sianthan on the American oil, while 
leaving a considerable margin for 
profit. To meet this competition the 
American refiners have it is alleged 
sacrificed quality, it being understood 
that cheapness is the prime necessity 
for success in the Levant. Not only 
is our Syrian trade in danger, but 
Egypt is being invaded and the East 
Indian trade of the American refiners 
is threatened. All this furnishes ma- 
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terial enough to set the American re- 
finers thinking. Whether it is all strict- 
ly true or not it shows that quality 
must be maintained, as there is noth- 
ing to be gained by sinking to or be- 
low the level of the Russian standard; 
that cheaper transportation facilities 
must be resorted to, the Russians evi- 
dently taking the lead in availing 
themselves of such advantages as are 
presented in the tank vessels. It also 
calls for persistent energy and enter- 
prise, coupled with fair dealing.

A REMARKABLE PRODUCT! 
Here is the composition of oleomar- 
garine or substitute for butter, accord- 
ing to the analysis of the Congressional 
Committee on Agriculture: 


Nitric acid, Sugar of lead, 
Sulphate of lime, Butyric acid, 
Glycerine, Capsiz acid, 
Sulphuric acid, Tallow, 

Butyric ether, Castor oil, 
Gastric juice, Curcimine, 
Chiorate potash, Peroxide of magnesia, 
Nitrate of soda, Dry blood, 
Albumen, Saltpeter, 

Borax, Orrisroot, 

Bicarb soda, Caparic acid, 
Sulphite soda, Pepsin, 

Lard, Caustic potash, 
Chalk, Sesame oil, 
Turnip seed oil, Sweet almond oil, 
Stomach of pigs, Mustard seed oil, 


Boracic acid, 
Salicylic acid, 


Bicarb potash, 
Cottonseed oil, 


Alum, Cows’ udders, 

Sal soda, Farinaceous flour, 
Carbolic acid, Slippery elm bark, 
Olive oil, Broma chloralum, 
Peanut oil. 


These alleged ingredients are men- 
tioned in the report of the committee, 


{ and although they are sufficient to 


condemn the manufacture of such a 
remarkable product and to have the 
Boards of Health preveut its use, this 
same committee favors such a family 
decoction by recommending a tax. The 
biased agriculturists who compose the 
committee must have received their 
information from the wilds of Africa; 
they certainly did not find such infor- 
mation at home. It is absurd to men- 


‘tion dry blood, acids, gastric juice,stom- 


ach of pigs, pepsin and other ridiculous 
articles as entering into the composi- 
tion of oleomargarine! Congressmen 
are blinded by just such false state- 
ments, but itis well that manufactu- 
rers are fighting their own battle at 
Washington and that the lawmakers 
will be enlightened as to the true char- 
acter of the much reviled household 


necessity. 

The State Board of Health of Massa- 
chusetts has published a report on 
oleomargarine, and in it gives the fol- 
lowing process of manufacture, which 
is more reliable than the account given 


above: 

“In the first place the fat, which is received 
warm from the slaughter house, is sorted over 
and all bloody pieces thrown out; it is then at 
once placed in cold fresh water, where it is 
thvroughly washed. From this water, which 
not only washes it, but serves to cco! it, it is at 
once taken to hashing machines, similar to the 
ordinary sausage cutters, where it is cut into 
fine pieces. From these machines it falls at 
once into the rendering tanks, where it is ren- 
dered at a heat varying from 160 to 200 deg. F., 
the object being to separate as quickly as pos- 
sible the fat from the membrane. No “gastric 
juice” or phosphate of lime is used. After the 
fat is well cooked a quantity of salt is added; 
this serves to separate the membrane more 
completely. After standing a few minutes the 
fat is then run off into barrels or other vessels, 
where it is allowed to settle and is crystallized. 
When it has cooled to about 95 to 100 deg. F. it 
is pressed in the usual manner. After pressing 
the oil is churned with milk or buttermilk, 
some genuine butter being frequently added; 
itis colored properly and then run into ice- 
water or pounded ice, soas to prevent its crys- 
tallization; after this operation it is worked as 
ordinary butter. When well made it isa very 
fair imitation of genuine butter, being inferior 
tothe best butter, but much superior to the 
low grades of butter too commonly found in 
the market.” 

The Inspection Committee of the 


Chicago Board of Trade reported a res- 
olution on oleomargarine last week. 
The burden of the document was that 
a tax would be unjust and would com- 
pletely destroy a large and growing 
industry, and furthermore deprive the 
public of an article of food, whole- 
some and economical. The report was 
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adopted. It was resolved to transmit 
copies of the resolutions to senators 
and representatives of Illinois in Con- 


gress.

THE COMBINATION OF RETAIL 
DRUGGISTS. 

It remains to be ceen how the reso- 
lutions, adopted at the meeting of 
manufacturers of proprietary articles 
last week, will operate in the case of 
the combination of retailers in Boston. 
The proprietary committee of the 
wholesale association has strongly op- 
posed the method of doing business 
adopted by the syndicate and in circu- 
lars issued last November earnestly 
urged the co-operation of every pro- 
prietor under the contract plan by an 
emphatic refusal to sell any company, 
syndicate or combination or by what- 
ever title used as a cover to destroy 
the integrity of the system. At the 
Philadelphia convention, the wholesale 
association unanimously passed a reso- 
lution condemning this scheme, and 
requesting the committee on proprie- 
tary goods to promptly bring the 
matter before the proprietors. It has 
been represented that the company in 
question purchase on joint account, 
contract proprietary goods in such 
quantities as to entitle the buyers to 
the rebate, dividing in quantities to 
suit, and subsequently at fixed periods 
to declare dividends. 

The full object of the drug company 
is set forth in a letter published among 
the proceedings of the proprietors’ 
meeting, elsewhere in this issue, in 
which it is stated that the plan is not 
intended to evade the rebate contracts, 
as the largest transactions are in arti- 
cles not covered by any rebate. They 
claim to possess the right to purchase 
rebate goods so long as the contracts 
are signed and the bills are paid; and 
that by refusing to sell, an injustice is 
done the company. 

Henceforth, rebate contracts will be 
more binding, as they are now to be 
euforced according to the following 
resolution . 

WHEREAS, For a long time past we have 
reason to believe there has been an indirect 
breaking of proprietors’ contracts by many 
wholesale druggists in the way of dividing re- 
bate goods, as also exchanging an article for 
another of equal price, thus evading the spirit 
of contracts; therefore, 

Resolwed, That these evasions be considered a 
breaking of said contracts and that rebates 
be withheld by proprietors under the resolu- 


tion as previously passed in regard to the 
withdrawal of rebates for six months. 


Under the new regulations, exchang- 
ing and dividing of contract goods is 
to be met by a withdrawal of the re- 
bate, but the success or failure of the 
effort to prevent an evasion, depends 
solely on proprietors.

A BIG FAILURE IN THE PETRO- 
LEUM TRADE, 


Not in months has the speculative 
petroleum market been so excited as it 
was yesterday. The scenes on Change 
reminded one forcibly of that dark aud 
dismal day, Black Friday, only in this 
case it was Black Tuesday. Early in 
the day word was received from Pitts- 
burg that Craig & Lowrie, brokers,had 
failed. The news acted like a cyclone 
upon speculative values. The market 
had been up to 71 cents and was quiet 
and steady at that point. When it be- 
came known that the heaviest broker- 
age firm in the country had laid down, 
being unable to meet its contracts, a 
scene of the wildest confusion followed. 
The oil pit swarmed with excited 
brokers; it seemed as if Bedlam. 
had broken loose. Almost before 
the trade realized it the market 
had broken over four cents. A few 
minutes later the gavel of Chairman 
Peters was brought smartly down upon 
the block. The crowd surged around 
the Chairman’s desk while he explain- 
ed the failure. After that he was kept 
busy for a long time selling oil under 
the rule. It is estimated that over 
400,000 barrels were sold in this man- 
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ner. Mr. C,. W. Baker was the repre- 
sentative of the firm here. He had 
nothing tosay as to the failure. Joe 
Craig has had the reputation of being 
the most daring operator on the petro- 
leum market. His transactions 
were always on a grand scale, 
and it is said that he generally car- 
ried on his books from 1,000,000 to 
2,500,000 barrels of oil. He is the 
principal owner of the big Craig or 
Smith well in the Washington field, 
and was supposed to be immensely 
rich. He was looked upon as a leader 
both here and in the West and where 
Joe Craig led, the bulls unhesitatingly 
followed. He made and unmade the 
market for months and now he is un- 
done and lies prostrate in the dust. 
The liabilities are unknown but they 
are heavy and it would not be sur- 
prising if other firms with which Craig 
& Lowrie had connections also went 
under. Already several of the smaller 
concerns and several of the small 
dealers have failed. The failure was 
the topic of the hour and the sensation 
of the day in Wall street. Craig was 
by many put down as a Standard 
broker. The completeness of the 
wreck indicates that he was not a tool 
of the monopoly. It is predicted that 
the market will go to 60 cents before 
the present panic is over,

Some weeks ago the 
REPORTER published both sides of the dispute, 
and it will be remembered that in 1831 suit was 
commenced against Messrs. Tarrant & Co., by 
Johann B. Hoff for an injunction to restrain 
the firm named from selling the extract, and 
for damages. The suit was dismissed with costs 
last week, as will be seen by the full page an- 
nouncement of Tarrant & Co., in our adver- 
tising columns, who take occasion to state that 
the reflections on their integrity were un- 
founded, according to the result of the contro- 
versy. 

Inthe United States Circuit Court at Phila- 
delphia Judge Butler sustained the validity of 
the Hipple patent for grinding the necks of 
glass jars. A permanent injunction was 
granted restraining the defendant; Joseph 
Wharton, from infringing the patent owned by 
the Cohansey Glass Company, plaintiff, and or- 
dering an accounting of profits. The decision 
is of importance to the glass trade, as the pat- 
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ent is used or infringed by all makers and this 
was a test case.

OBITUARY. 


JAMES MUSPRATT 

Mr. James Muspratt, the founder of the well- 
known chemical business at Widnes, and father 
of the late Dr. Sheridan Muspratt, the chemi- 
cal author, died on Tuesday, May 4, at the age 
of 94 years, at his residence, Seaforth Hall, near 
Liverpool. He was born at Dublin in the year 
1793. His parents died about the year 1811, and 
having been apprenticed to an apothecary and 
drug merchant, he learned some chemistry, 
The Chemist & Druggist gives the following 
particulars of his career. He commenced 
chemical! works in Dublin, where he manufac- 
tured several chemicals, such as acetic acid, 
prussiate of potash, &c.; but having conceived 
the idea that the making of soda from common 
salt would be profitable, he came to Liverpool 
in 1822, and bought the works in Vauxhall 
Road, and so soon as he had Ubtained sufficient 
capital erected plant for the manufacture of 
soda or alkali, which he commenced on a large 
scale in 1823, At first there was great prejudice 
against the use of the so-called artificial soda, 
but as it was both stronger and eheaper than 
the soda made from kelp, the soap-makers 
began to use it, and in a tew years the demand 
outgrew the supply. To meet this demand Mr. 
Muspratt erected works at St. Helens, in part- 
nership with Mr. John Gamble; and about the 
year 1831 at Newton, half way between Liver- 
pool and Manchester, on the newly-opened 
railway. Both in Liverpool and Newton he 
had to sustain actions for damages and nuis- 
ance, in some of which he was successful, but 
finally had to close the works in Liverpool, and 
remove the Newton works to Flint and Widnes. 
During this litigation the condensation of the 
hydrochloric acid was much improved. and by 
degrees the nuisance effectually removed. For 
many years he remained the largest manufac- 
turer, and increased the size of his works very 
rapidly. The tradeisnow one of great im- 
portance, and till the development of the am- 
monia-soda process of late years, a fairly profit- 
able one. The ammonia-soda process itself 
was worked on a large scale by Mr. Muspratt 
many years ago, but at that time, owing to 
defective plant, the loss of ammonia was so 
great that the older Leblanc method was more 
profitable. Deceased took an active part in the 
public life of Liverpool in conjunction with 
Sir J. Walmsley, Mr. George Holt, the late Mr. 
William Rathbone, and others, particularly in 
connection with the Mechanics’ Institute. He 
was always a staunch free-trader and supporter 
of the Anti-corn Law League. An intimate 
friend of Baron Liebig, he was chosen by that 
distinguished chemist to put his theories of 
agriculture in practice by the manufacture of 
artificial manures, a manufacture which is now 
of great importance and extent. He lived a 
comparatively retired life at his residence, 
Seaforth Hall. for the last twenty-five years, as 
most of his old friends had passed away, and 
his sons undertook the management of the 
business. Dr. Sheridan Muspratt died ten 
years ago, and Mr. Richard Muspratt last year 
at Flint. Mr. E. K. Muspratt, the present head 
of the business, is his only surviving son.

President Kline on the Rebate Plan. 
PHILADELPHIA, May 15, 1886, 
Editor O11, PAINT AND DruG REPORTER: 

I think the wholesale drug trade of this 
country is to be heartly congratulated upon 
the result of the meeting held at the Board of 
Trace rooms in your city last Thursday, at the 
instance of the Proprietary Association and the 
N. W. D. A, 

As is well known to your readers the contract 
system has recently passed through an ordeal 
which caused it friends great anxiety for a 
time, but the outcome has more than justified 
the most sanguine hopes of its advocates, That 
it is strouger now than before this trial no one 
will deny, and those who ure quietly watching 
the course matters were taking, secretly hop 
ing that it might fail, have doubless ere this 
realized that the proprietors who have adopted 
it mean to see that its provisions are enforced. 
A noteworthy feature of the meeting, was the 
unanimity which manifested itself amongst the 
proprietors present, in favor of continuing a 
system, against which some dealers had openly 
arrayed themselves,and which a still larger 
number had latterly “damned with faint sup- 
port.” And it may be noted that the proprie- 
tors who were present, and who expressed 
themselves inno uncertain language in this 
direction, were representatives of the class who 
may be called proprietors with a capital P. It 
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would be safe to say the represented a majority 
of the active articles sold under this system. 

Let the friends of fair dealing take courage 
and the enemies change their course. The sys- 

tem is to remain in force and must be maintain- 
ed, and not to be regarded as a mere matter of 
form, signifying nothing to the conscienceless 
dealer. 

I hardly think it will be considered amiss, in 
this connection, for me to call attention to the 
faithful and unremitting labors of our chair- 
man of the Proprietary Committee, Mr. Geo, A. 
Kelly. At the expense, largely of his own busi- 
ness, hours and days, I might say weeks, have 
been devoted to this work and whatever benefit 
the trade derives from a continuancse of this 
system is, in a large measure, due to Mr. Kelly 
and his able co-laborers on the Proprietary 
Committee. 

I desire to add one word to the members of 
our association. During the contest just ended, 
much complaint has been made against som 
of our Own members, and in some cases at 
least, with show of reason, If the proprietors 
are willing and anxious to stand by youina 
measure, protecting you against absolute loss 
in your business, in many cases at the expense 
on their part of much labor, and loss of profit, 
what excuse have you for not reciprocating by 
loyally assuming your share of the inconveni- 
ence the plan may occasionally impose upon 
you? And what shall be said of those, whoad- 
vocating the plan publicly, secretly underbid 
their neighbors and resort to all sorts of sub- 
terfuge to make it a farce. 

I repeat, the outcome of the meeting of last 
Thursday was most gratifying to the friends, 
and should be the occasion of a halt on the part 
of the enemies of the Rebate System.

An oil and gas syndi- 
cate, composed of leading business men is 
already organized, with a capital of $10,000,and 
over 400 acres of land have been leased from the 
farmers not far from Ottawa. The work of 
sinking more wells has commenced and will 
be continued until either oil or gas is found. 


A new well, owned by Tay*or & Co., is report- 
ed from Findlay, O., which is estimated to be 
good for more than 100 barrels daily. This 
renews interest in the Findlay district, which 
was relegated to the shades of oblivion some 
time ago, when tremendous gassers were devel- 
oped instead of oil producers. The new well is 
west of the gas district, in new territory. The 
location is 30 miles northeast from Lima, on 
about a 45 deg. line, following the crest of the 
Cincinnati arch, and the oil is the same quality 
as that found at Lima. 

When Colonel Payne first began to operate in 
oil in Cleveland, he was frequently in need of 
money to protect his operations. In such cases 
he would go to his father and ask him for $20,- 
000 or $30,000 or even a larger sum as the case 
might be. The elder Payne would look as his 
bank book and if he had that amount would 
draw his check for it without a single word as 
to what it was to be used for, or as to the con- 
dition of his son’s business, or his liability to 
wir or lose in the operations he was under- 
taking.—New York Tribune. 

There is a disappeinted crowd of oil specula- 
tors in Lima to-day. They are not disappointed 
without a eause, either, The Buckeye Pipe 
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Line received orders from the Standard folks 
yesterday to pay only 40 cents for Lima oil. 
The figures were not changed to-day and are 
not likely to be for some time. The result is 
that there will be but very few wells drilled un- 
til the price is raised. Several speculators said 
to-day that they would only drill fast enough 
to retain their leases. The offer does not come 
up to expectations.—Lima Times. 


A correspondent of the Warren Mirror says: 
“Tidioute expects to have a boom in oil during 
the summer, as there will be many wildcats 
drilled around here, and when the oil belt is 
traced from Grand Valley to the Triumph oil 
field it will help Tidioute. The oil rock at 
Triumph was the best in the county, being one 
hundred feet of white pebble rock, and if the 
wells had been put down there would have 
been plenty of oil produced there to-day. 
There are many small wells producing in 
Triumph, and on the Clapp farm the produc- 
tion is reported to be 100 barrels per day. 


The Vandergrift wells Nos. 1 and 2 on the 
Barre farm, Washington, created considerable 
disturbance last week. Both were brought in 
on Wednesday night. The market had a night 
sweat and on Thursday opened % of a cent 
below Wednesday’s close. No.2 started off at 
70 bbis and No. 1 at 25 bbls an hour. Since then 
their production has materially declined. Barre 
lis the most important of the month and sur- 
passes in significance the famous Stettheimer 
well on the Clark farm. That well may yield 
more barrels of oil in a given time, but it is 
surrounded on three sides with small wells, 
while the Barre well is an advance well in the 
strictest sense of the term. 


An intetesting statement has appeared in 
print with regard to the charges for natural 
gasin the oil country towns, which afford a 
fine illustration of the practical operations of 
charging what the tariff will bear. It is tu the 
effect that the charges of the Standard corpor- 
ations for domestic use are at Bradford, $6 25 
per month; at Olean, $450; at Warren, $4; at 
Jamestown, $3 50; at Titusville, $2; at Oil City, 
50 cents, and at Meadville, 50 cents, for the like 
service. These figures have lately been varied 
by the introduction of competition; but they 
show the vagaries which are possible between 
acondition of exclusive monopoly and the 
varying degrees of competition. 


The Kane sand needs further exploration. In 
this connection it may be said that producers 
are showing a disposition to explore it, M. 
Murphy. of mystery fame, having just drilled 
a well on the Tiona field to the deepest pro- 
ducing horizon, with the result of finding a 
showing of oilin it. Other wells will be drilled 
for the deep rock on the barren area between 
Tiona, Dew Drop and Kane. The rock has 
been proven to be a persistent formation in 
that it is found wherever drilled for from Alle- 
gany and Eldred on the north and east. to Kane 
and Tiona on the south and west. 


The Philadelphia Petroleum Exchange now 
deals in all the stocks and bonds that are listed 
by the New York and Philadelphia Stock Ex- 
changes. The Petroleum Exchange will deal 
in fractional lots, from ten shares upward. The 
American Loan and Trust Company of New 
York, will act as agent for the trensfer of 
stocks until other arrangements can be made 
in Philadelphia, The Philadelphia Petroleum 
Exchange has about 220 members, and they are 
very sunguine as to the future outlook for the 
exchange, in view of the new departure. Some 
of the members of the Philadelphia Stock Ex- 
change are also members of the Petroleum Ex- 
change. The members of the latter guild say 
that the value of seats will be increased by the 
action of the Governing Board, and that it will 
be a benefit to dealers ag well as to customers. 


No statement, not even an approximation of 
the totalamount of gas produced can be ar- 
rived at. Estimates of the amount escaping 
from individual wells vary greatly. Some wells 
in the Murraysviile and Grapeville region yield, 
it is claimed, 30,000,000 cubic feet in 24 hours, 
while some wells at Fredonia produce but 10,- 
000 to 20,000 cubic feet. Some months since 
Prof. Orton tested certain wells. Those at 
Painesville, Erie and other lake shore poirts he 
found to average 32,000 cubic feet per day. At 
Findlay, O., at that time the largest well was 
producing 1,294,000, cubic feet daily, the Bar- 
c'ay well at Wellsburg, W. Va., 470,000 feet and 
the “Polka Dot,’ close by, 466,000. It is esti- 
mated that the Western Pennsylvania gas field 
yields 700,000,000 cubic feet a day, but this is 
only a “*guess.”” All that can be said is that the 
amount is enormous.— American Manufac- 
turer. 


The fact that April runs show no increase 
over those of March, when the production of 
those districts included in the statements is 
known to have increased proves that the pro- 
ducer is backing up stocks at wells, while the 
increased credit balances are the producers’ 
unsold oil in pipe line tanks. This showing 
might have been anticipated from that of the 
monthly operations report, which indicated 
the disposition on the part of producers to let 
up on field work. These comparisous are of no 
value except to show that producers as a class 
are bulls at present prices, and that the frater- 
nity is notas hard pushed for cash as it has 
been many times before. This latter phase of 
the matter is due to short selling above the 
dollar mark; and the indications of the report 
are that the bulk of these shorts have been coy- 
ered either by{production or purchase,

Medicine Proprietors in Session. 


The third quarterly meeting of the Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers and Dealers in Proprie- 
tary Articles, was held on Thursday, May 13, at 
the Board of Trade rooms, this city. Dr. F. 
Humphreys the president, called the meeting 
to order at 11 o’clock, and Mr. Henry Dalley. 
jr., acted as secretary, in the absence of Mr. 8, 
R. Pinckney. The attendance was larger than 
usual, about forty gentlemen being present as 
representatives of the following-named firms:

Considerable importance was attached to this 
meeting, asthe future of the rebate plan de- 
pended on the action taken at the gathering. 
There was an exciting debate on the cutting of 
rates in Cincinnati, in which Mr. Ambrose 
Park participated and endeavored to defend 
the course pursued by his firm of John D. Park 
& Sons. The combination of Boston retailers 
also received attention, which opened up the 
general subject of rates and contracts. 

After the usual routine business at the open- 
ing of the session, the Cincinnati case of John 
D. Park & Sons was taken up, and as Mr. Geo. 
A. Kelly is better acquainted with the whole 
matter than anyone else, on account of being 
chairman of the Proprietary Committee of the 
N. W. D. A., and consequently taking a leading 
part in protecting the rebate plan, he was re- 
quested to give the result of his investigations 
and the labors of the committee. He went over 
the whole ground, giving the substanve of the 
correspondence with proprietors, the confer- 
ence held in Cincinnati with the view of con- 
verting the firm in question and all the other 
minor details which have from time to time 
been published in the Reporter. He said 
there is still some difficulty in keeping back 
supplies from the Cincinnatihouse; they man- 
age to get some rebate goocs indirectlv 
but it is a mystery how they are sup- 
plied; Mr. Kelly thought it might be through 
retailers. At the close of his remarks the speaker 
became eloquent and with an earnestness 
characteristic of the gentleman, he said that 
notwithstanding the few drawbacks, the rebate 
system has been a decided success; it has been 
asuccess because a large proportion of the 
wholesale dealers are honest and when they 
enter into a contract it is with the purpose of 
taithfully observing it. A system which is fa- 
vored by a large majority and caused so much 
anxiety, time and labor to be made a success 
and tobe fully maintained, should not be al- 
lowed to be weakened and finally destroyed by 
a few who are opposed to it,said Mr. Kelly. 


There was a great desire to hear Mr. Ambrose 
Park, of the Cincinnati firm of John D. Park & 
Sons, who listened attentively to the remarks. 
In response to several requests he arose and 
said: “I am not accustomed to speaking in 
public and have no arguments prepared, as I 
came to listen.” 

The Chair—Give us your opinion of the re- 
bate plan. 

Mr. Park—We have our side, of course, and 
that is in opposition to the rebate plan. When 
dealing in specialties we can do without any 
rebate plan better tham any wholesaler. The 
rebate system protects the middlemen and 
traveling men and tends to foster patent medi- 
cine jobbers, but it gives no protection to the 
retailer. 

A voice inthe rear—Are you not compelled 
to observe the rebate plan in some cases? 

Mr. Park—Yes; when we are forced to. 
When compelled to sign a contract in order to 
secure goods, we keep it, but itis an obnoxivus 
system, many of whom observe it and many 
others do not. The traveling system is a great 
means of evading the rebate plan. 

@ Mr. Henry—Cannot we compromise with Mr, 
Park and wipe out the old trouble as with a 
sponge and begin anew ? 

The Chair—Mr. Park, you referred to other 
parties breaking the rebate plan. Who are 
they? 

Mr. Park—There are other Cincinnati houses 
compelled to evade it, but it is not my business 
to mention names. I understood that they 
were to be disciplined at the last meeting of the 
Wholesale Drug Association in Philadelphia, 
and that charges were to be introduced against 
them, but I never heard that the matter was 
broached. 

Mr. Kelly—You must be mistaken, Mr. Park, 
as no charges were made against any Cincin- 
nati houses at the convention and I heard of no

adopt a policy or system of business whether for 
one’s own profit or for the benefit of his pate 
rons, unless it appears to be of sufficient value 
to risk something in its defence. Suppose it is 
necessary now and then to decline an order 
from a new customer whose trade has wonder- 
fully increased of late. I think the real sacri- 
fice in such cases is not so very great after all. 

“TI feel certain that not a single proprietor 
present or represented here, would hesitate to 
pledge his earnest support to the contract sys- 
tem, provided he could be sure of the hearty 
co-operation of the jobbing druggists, not only 
in keeping the letter of their agreements, but 
in doing their share of declining orders, I un- 
derstand that the druggists of Cincinnati wish 
proprietors to withhold supplies from Messrs. 
Park & Sons until assured that, they will keep 
their contracts, but are they willing to decline 
orders from that much advertised firm for re- 
bate goods? Rumor says not. It is this slack- 
ness which tends to discourage some manufac- 
turers and makes them debate whether it is 
worth while to try longer to protect people 
who are too indifferent to make an effort in 
their own behalf. I am glad to believe that the 
great majority of jobbers are honest, earnest 
and sincere in their loyalty to the system. It is 
the very few who cause the trouble. 

“The J. C. Ayer Company pelieve that 
their action in giving their earnest sup- 
port to the rebate plan, and to the 
Campion Plan, was RIGHT and they have done 
so honestly, and fearlessly, because of their 
faith in the right, regardless of the many kind 
(?) assurances which they have received from 
ambitious people (mostly in the retail trade, 
but desiring to buy quantity lots) that their 
business (The J. C. Ayer Co’s) should be imme- 
diately and forever ruined because they (the 
ambitious people aforesaid) should proceed 
to “antagonize them.’’ Now all this is of course 
very dreadful, but I think the company will 
pull through, and whatever course others may 
take, their policy will be to decline the orders 
of jobbers who violate Rebate agreements, and 
of retailers who are known to be original cut- 
ters, and who by advertising excessively low 
prices on proprietary medicines make them- 
selves obnoxious to all legitimate retail drug- 
gists in their respective neighborhoods. Re- 
ferring again to the situation in Cincinnati 
I think any plan for a change, if one is desira-' 
ble, should come from the parties most inter 
ested—the druggists. This is in accordance 
with former usages. They have prepared the 
dose and the proprietors have swallowed it.” 

Mr. Crittenton was summoned to give 
testimony, and he defined his position by say: 
ing that he sympathized with Mr. Park in hi 
difficulty of procuring goods, as he had sume 
experience of that nature when the Campion 
Plan was up for recognition. He had always 
been an advocate of the Rebate system and the 
plan he believed has been a great benefit to the 
wholesale trade of New York, as well as placing! 
iton a firmer foundation than ever before 
known. We have no difficulty in getting t 
and holding it. It is to be hoped that Mr. Park 
and the proposed committee will adopt some 
plan of settlement, because if the former cu 
ting is resumed, some of us will have to go out 
of business. 

Mr. Hood—I quite agree with Mr. Bigelow and 
hope Mr. Park can be influenced te come in, 

Chairman Humphrey—Our house had con: 
siderable correspondence with J. D. Park 4 
Sons, a part of which was published in the On 
PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER. We have ti 
to make them realize that if the cutting 
continued, it would be at the expense of pro 
prietors; also that if they gave away the m 
ginof profit allowed, the proprietors would 
have to take away the margin. 

The speaker discussed the profits of the 
bate system and compared it with the time 
wher rates were cut, and said that Mr. Par 
acknowledged to making more profit by the 
bate plan. He could not see how one hous¢ 
could do that, which if followed by all, would 
bring disaster to the trade. Just as soon 
jobbers find no margin in handling goods the! 
interest ceases, and the proprietors consequen 
ly suffer from the lack of these distribute 
Dr. Humphrey hoped that Mr. Park would 
come heartily and fully into line. 

Mr. Park—There are wholesale druggists 
proprietors of staple goods who don’t think 
rebate plan is necessary to the wholesale d 
A discontinuance of the system would not ruia 
wholesalers. Grocers conduct business with 
out any rebate system and the dry goods trad 
is without it, still they manage to get along 
right. The middlemen don’t prevent or ass 
the movement of any certain line of good 
their business is to supply the demand and 
proprietors create a demand, some one 
have to satisfy it. 

Mr. Colgate—We adopted the rebate p) 
eight years ago with full ksaowledge th 
one of our largest customers would b 
lost. That account remained sealed t 
us for three years, during which tim 
our goods were offered by them at fi 
per cent. below our limit. Tn 1 
course of time the difficulty adjusted iteelf,an¢ 
so would it be in this case.

Park & Sons has given them considerable 
advertising; the effort to prevent them fron 
getting goods will intensify their desire to eu!

intention to discipline or enter charges against 
the parties. 

Mr. Park was then asked if his house would 
carry out the rebate plan, and he answared 
that they would when forced, but that it would 
be under protest. 

Mr. Henry—I think every one should stand 
by the rebate plan and assist to maintain con- 
tracts. There is no extensive violation, but as 
Mr. Park says, there is more or less breaking in 
spirit, We want to make our peace with bim 
and I{think it is better to coax than to fight 
him. Is it not better to arrange with Mr. 
Kelly through a committee and have the diffi- 
culty patched up? It is to Mr. Park’s interest 
to co-operate with us, for if the plan is abol- 
ished there would follow a general breaking 
down of prices, with no profits for any one. 
As manufacturers we ask him to meet a com- 
mittee in the interest of his firm and in the in- 
terest of the trade generally. Therefore I move 
that a committe of seven, four from the pro- 
prietors’ association and three from N. W. D. 
A., be appointed to consult with Mr. Park and 
recommend a way out of the difficulty. 


Mr. Dalley—I am sorry that none of the 
prominent proprietors have said anything 
about this matter. Before action is taken I 
think that we should hear from the leading 
proprietors present. They should state what 
they believe to be the difficulties in the way 
and whether they should bind themselves to 
throw some safeguards around the system. 

The Chair—As regards Dr. Hostetter, of 
Pittsburg, I have not met him since 1861, when 
we went to Washington and appeared before 
the Ways and Means Committee of Congress to 
give our testimony on the stamp tax, I should 
be pleased to hear from him. 

Dr. Hostetter—I am rather a new comer and 
did not intend to make a speech. After several 
years consideration we concluded to adopt the 
rebate plan, and it has been satisfactory to us 
with one or two exceptions. Two lots of goods 
purchased from us were subsequeutly ascer- 
tained to have goneto Park & Sons. That is 
all I have to say upon the matter. 

Dr. R. V. Pierce being requested to give his 
experience said: I am heartily in favor of the 
rebate plan, and since the Park difficulty oc- 
curred was in hopes that some means would be 
taken to protect the system. I believe that 
Park & Sons will yet see their way clear to 
unite with us: 

The next call was for Mr. E. A. Bigelow, 
representing J.C. Ayer & Co. His remarks 
were as follows: 

“This mutter of upholding the rebate plan 
should interest proprietors I think on the same 
principle and by the same reasoning as that 
which prompted them to adoptit. Ifit was a 
necessity to the wholesale drug trade, three or 
five years ago, it isa necessity now. Men’s dis- 
positions have not changed. In every branch 
of trade there are always a few, in whose souis 
a desire is implanted to possess the whole 
earth. They seldom get more than a moderate 
share of it, however, because these excessively 
ambitious people hardly ever possess sufficient 
brains to prevent their overreaching them- 
selves, and at the same time making themselves 
an intolerable nuisance to their peighbors. 
Thus a few individuals in the trade made the 
adoption of the rebate plan a necessity, for it is 
well known that one man when unrestricted 
can make prices for a whole state or even for 
a number of states if his trade is large. 
If the causes which made the rebate plan a ne- 
cessity had ceased to exist, perhaps it would be 
wise to consider whether it might be discon- 
tinued, I think some of these gentlemen from 
the west could assure us that it would not be 
profitable or safe to abandon it. Somehow 
these causes do not easily cease to exist. I do 
not remember of ever hearing of the death or 
retirement of one of them. Failures indeed 
are not infrequent, but the “cause” goes right 
along. seemingly all the more lively and ambi- 
tious with each downfal). Remove all restric- 
tions, and the old nuisances would reappear 
with very likely afew pew ones, and I believe 
the situation would speedily become even 
worse than before the “plan” was adopted. I 
suppose there is no proprietor represented 
here who placed his goods upon the rebate 
planin tbe expectation of reaping a benefit 
from it in the way of increased sales, or greater 
profits. If so, he has no doubt been disap- 
pointed. It was not a plan devised by proprie- 
tors; 1t was invented by the jobbers, and pro- 
prietors were earnestly solicited to adopt it. It 
seemed the only possible way to solve the diffi- 
culty in which they were involved. 

The proprietors yielded, and the system has 
worked successfully for several years. 

There now exists some dissatisfaction in cer- 
tain localities, all resulting from the action of 
a single firm—not wholesale druggists, but 
dealers in medicines exclusively; a firm which 
never favored the contract system, and if I am 
correctly informed, they as much as any other 
house were responsible for the profitleas con- 
dition of the medicine trade before its adop- 
tion. Surely there can be nothing surprising 
in the present attitude of Messrs. Park & Sons; 
it is only consistent with taoeir record “before 
the war;” it is just what we should expect, but 
how itisthat they get aid and comfort, yes, 
and supplies too, from jobbing druggists, is past 

my comprebension. Neither can I understand 
why any manufacturer who has placed his goods 
on the rebate system can be willing to see that 
system broken down and destroyed for the 
want of a little pluck and firmness on his own 
art. ,Itseemsto me scarcely worth while to 
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We don’t want any quarrel, but if the question 
is not settled here we want the manufacturers 


to enforce the contracts. 


Mr. Foster—Mr. Park has always declared to 
us that his house signed contracts only to keep 


them. 


Mr. Battle, of St. Louls—As Mr. Colgate has 
said, let this matter rest where it is and it will 
adjust itself. John D. Park & Sons have been 
good customers of ours and we were astonished 
at the increase ef orders from Cincinnati, but 
soon found that the demand was dropping off 
at surrounding points, owing to Cincinnati 
supplying them. The proprietors have it in 
their power to correct this evil; if the 10 per 
cent rebate is too much for the wholesaler, cut 
it down to five; and if five per cent is too much 
it can be reduced to two per cent, and if that is 
too much make the rebate one per cent (laugh- 
There should be no dilly-dallying about 


ter). 
this business; let us settle the matter to-day. 


Mr. Kennedy, of Roundout— With the excep- 
tion of two or three complaints the rebate plan

gentlemen declined to serve as chairman and 
said the committee should be made up mostly 
of wholesalers, as they had prepared the dose 


and named Mr. Bigelow for chairman.

Mr. M. N. Kline—The wholesalers as an asso- 
ciation have practically nothing more to do 
The question has come to 
the proprietors and it is for them to decide. It 
is entirely in the hands of those whose con-

tracts are being respected or violated. 
Mr. Bigelow consented to remain on the com- 
mittee, and Dr. Hostetter was named as chair- 


man but declined to act, when Dr. R. V. Pierce 


was made chairman. 


After the appointment of the committee of 
seven, the meeting adjourned for lunch, but 
the gentlemen on the committee, including 
Chairman Humphrey and President Kline of 


the N. W. D. A.,who remained with them to de- 
liberate over the matter of converting Mr. 
Park and recommending a remedy to cure 
anti-rebaters, had no opportunity of dining. 
They labored with Mr. Park and discussed 
other cases for half an hour, when the follow- 
ing resolutions were finally accepted as the 
sentiment of the committee : 

Resolved, That it is for the best interests of 
proprietors, both as a body and as individuals, 
to so dis of their uctions as to secure 
for all who buy and sell them, as far as practi- 
cable, a reasonable margin of profit. 

Resolved, That as thus far, the most effective 
mode of accomplishing this result has been the 
rebate plan. we recommend its continuance 
andthe withdrawal of the rebate in doubtful 
or contested cases for a period of six months 
and then to be paid,only provided the contract 
has been maintained in good faith and no 
properly authenticated violation of the propri- 
etors contract was brought to the notice of 
such proprietor by a committee or otherwise. 

These resolutions were presented as the first 
item of business at the afternoon session and 
during the discussion which followed, an in- 
quiry was made about the position of Park & 
Sons. Dr. Pierce remarked that Park’s house 
was understood to be on the same basis as any 
other house, but Mr. Kline did not agree with 
the last speaker, and said that Park could not 
be considered on the same basis unless he en- 
tered into some arrangement to observe the 
rebate plan. He did not think that the house 
should be reinstated and placed on a level with 
others who have faithfully adhered to the 
rebate, unless the backsliding house signifies its 
desire to reform. About sixty firms he said 


have suspended business with Park & Sons 
until reinstated by the Proprietary Committee 


of the N. W. D. A. 
Mr. Main of Tarrant & Co—As I understand 


the resolutions, they only recommend. That is 
not sufficient to cover the case of Park & Sons. 
We want them to sign a paper, agreeing to 


keep the contracts. 


Mr. Colgate—If you want to stop cutting, 


you must stop supplies, but the resolutions 
read that proprietors are to furnish goods on 
the same basis as they have been doing minus 
the rebate in questioned cases. That will not 


prevent cutting when cutters make certain 
of 


rebate goods the leading articles 
their stock, in order to sell other articles from 
which more profit is received. 

Mr. Henry—Let us hear from Mr. Park. 


Mr. Park—I don’t exactly comprehend the 
matter as it now stands. Does Mr. Keliy mean

Mr. Kelly said he did not like the gentieman

Mr. Henry once more came to the assistance 
of Mr. Park and characterized the whole affair 
asa boycott against him. He was interrupted 
by Mr. Kelly who requested him to eliminate 
that obnoxious word “boycott” from his re- 
marks, Mr. Henry retorted by saying, “if the 
shoe fits, youcan put it on,’’ whereupon Mr. 
Kelly became excited and claimed he was not 
in sympathy with any boycott, did not believe 
in boycotting, had no experience in that line, 
that the action of the meeting to-day was not 
a boyoott and that Mr. H. should not use the 



































word in that connection. Mr. Henry then 
called it a conspiracy or a combination of men 
to work injury to one house. He said: “If two 
or three men should form a combination it is a 
conspiracy, and if we enter into a conspiracy 
to put Mr. Park down and decline to sell him 
goods, he can make the law hold us responsible 
for any loss or damage to his business.” 

Mr. Main—1 think Mr. Henry is mistaken in 
his opinion of the resolutions before us. They 
are for individual proprietors to act upon, be- 
ing merely a recommendation and without any 
compulsory clause. Instead of being a boycot- 
ting feature,the resolutions hold out the right 
hand of fellowship to Mr. Park and others 
who break the rebate plan. 

Mr. Bigelow—It is only necessary for Mr. 
Park to sign an agreement that hereafter he 
will keep all contracts, in order to get all the 
goods he wants; itis not necessary for him to 
go to Mr, Kelly, if he pledges his honor to us. 

Mr. Kelly—I would be satisfied if Mr. Park 
would state his willingness to do so before this 
audience, 

Mr. Bigelow—It ought to be made more bind- 
ing by a paper being drawn up for his signa- 
ture. I think he would sign such a document. 

Several voices—Well, ask him. 

Mr. Bigelow (‘0 Mr. Park)—Will you sign an 
iron clad agreement to keep the rebate? 

Mr. Park—I think I would sign svch an 
agreement with the President of this associa- 
tion. 

Mr. Kline—Mr. Park has already stated in 
writing that he would not violate the con- 
tracts, but they haye nevertheless been broken 
again and again. 

Mr. Bigelow wanted it tried again and by his 
motion it was resolved to restore the firm to 
good standing if Mr. Park would write a letter 
pledging the honor of the house not to cut 
ratesany more. This was immediately done by 
Mr. Park in the following style: 

To Dr. F. Humphrey, President : 

DxAR Str —Whereas, we, the firm of John 
D. Park & Sons, have in some cases sold pro- 
prietary goods, which are upon the rebate 
plan at a greater discount than allowed by the 
proprietors and in violation of the agreements 
required by them; we now, in order to be re- 
instated by your association and to have our 
orders filled by proprietors who have lately 
declined them, hereby pledge ourselves and the 
honor of our house that we will faithfully 
carry out in letter and spirit all such contracts 
as we may hereafter sign. Respectfully, 

Joun D. PARK & SONs. 

N. Y., May 13. 

This letter was accepted as satisfactory and 
chairman Humphrey congratulated the associ- 
ation on the amicable settlement of the diffi- 
culty, which was followed by mutual congrat- 
ulations. The resolutions were also adopted 
without a dissenting voice. 

Mr. Crittenton then offered the following 
which was adopted: 

Whereas, For a long time pust we have reason 
to believe there bas been an indirect breaking 
of proprietors’ contracts by many wholesale 
druggists in the way of dividing rebate goods, 
as also exchanging an article for another of 
equal price thus evading the spirit of con- 
tracts, therefore 

Resolved, That these evasions be considered a 
breaking of said contracts and rebates be with- 
held by proprietors under the resolution as 
passed this day in regard to the withdrawal of 
rebates for six months. 

Mr. Kelly suggested that a committee be ap- 
pointed to whom all grievances and infractions 
of the rebate plan could be reported. 

Mr. Henry suggested Messrs. Humphrey, 
Kline, Goodwin, Pierce, Lawrence, Hail, Hos- 
tetter, Van Schaak and Richardson, 

Mr. Kline—I would like to know what this 
committee is to do. We have a committee of 
the wholesale drug association on proprietary 
goods appointed for this specific purpose, and 
so far as I am concerned I would not want to 
crowd out anyone else. 

The chairmen suggested that the proprietary 
committee of the N. W. D. A., and the one on 
Trade Interests of this association work to- 
gether on protecting the rebate plan. The idea 
seemed popular and a motion to that effect was 
carried. Mr. Kelly is chairman of the first 
named committee, as already stated. The Com- 
mittee on Trade Interests or Contracts is com- 
posed as follows: Henry Dalley, Jr., Chairman, 
New York, N. Y.; Wm. M. McPherson, Phila- 
delphia, Pa.; Thos F. Main, New York, N, Y.;

Under the head of new business, the next 
meeting of the association was fixed for the 
second Thursday in August at Long Branch. 

The following resolution, said to be from Mr. 
W. 8. Powell of Baltimore, was adopted and a 
committee appointed consisting of Messrs. 
Powell, Main & Bowen: 

Whereas—That as several medical and trade 
journals, the latter being mostiv price lists of 
wholesale druggists, make it a practice to pub- 
lish so-called formulas of well toowa proprie- 
tary medicines, which are misleading, and as 
said publications are likely to stimulate imita- 
tions and create a fraud on the public by giving 
the imitator the advantage of their authority 
for carrying out his nefarious designs. 

Resolved--That the President of this associa- 
tion appoint a committee of three who shall at 
once take active steps as they may think neces- 
sary and right to prevent said publications in 
future.

THE SYNDICATE OF RETAILERS. 

At this point Mr. Kelly took occasion to cal) 
attention to the Boston syndicate of retailers 
and said: The National Wholesale Drug Asso- 
ciation at their late meeting in Philadelphia 
learned with deep regret that in the city of Bos- 
ton and neighborhood a combination of retail 
druggists had been formed for the purpose of 
purchasing on joint stock account, contract 
proprietary goods in such quantities as to en- 
title them to the rebate, dividing in quantities 
to suit, and subsequently at fixed periods to de- 
clare dividends to themselves. Since then they 
have obtained a charter under the laws ofthe 
State of Maine. While this drug company is os- 
tensibly formed for the purpose of purch asing 
drugs, chemicals. proprietary goods, etc., the 
real intent is, without doubt, the purchase and 
division of rebate goods, There is a pretense 
of honesty by selling to each other at full re- 
bate price, but the violation of the contract is 
thoroughly complete’ in the declaration and 
division of the difference or profits among 
themselves. You, as proprietors, are fully 
aware that the contract or rebate plan 
was adopted at the earnest request 
of the now National Wholesale Drug As- 
sociation which includes nearly the whole drug 
jobbing trade of the country, and it was 
adopted for their protection, to afford them a 
reasonable profit for handling your goods, and 
the wholesale trade fully appreciate, not only 
your generous response to their wishes, but the 
value of the system in protecting them against 
the loss previously sustained in this important 
I think you will 


this company, or any such combination, that 
not only is a serious injury done to the whole- 


sale drug trade, but the very life of the con- 
tract plan is threatened. 
trade is the natural channel for the distribution 
of your preparations, and the proper conduct 
of the business involves a large expense, and 
you can readily see that the storirg and divi 
sion of your goods by such combinattons in- 
volves but little expense, and is manifestly an 
unfair competition; but, independent of this 
feature, the scheme can only be properly 
termed an ingenious attempt to violate the 
contract plan, and if not promptly suppressed, 
one that will ultimately work its destruction. 
The association unanimously passed a resolu- 
tion condemning this scheme, and requesting

the committee on proprietary goods to prompt- 


ly bring the matter before the proprietors, 


urging them to refuse to sell such combina- 


tions. In accordance with this resolution, we 
earnestly urge the co-operation of «very pro- 
prietor under the contract plan by an emphatic 
refusal to sell such combinations, companies, 
syndicates, or by whatever title used asa cover, 
to destroy the integrity of the contract plan, 
and work a serious injury to the wholvsale 
drug trade.

“The object of this company as stated in 


their articles of incorporation, is the buying 
and selling of drug supplies generally. 


The 


par value of our shares is $25. No member can 
hold more than four shares. All stock sold by 
members must first be offered to the company 
for purchase. Our objects are simple and as 
well defined as those of any stock company, 
and we do our business in the same manner, so 
far as our limited capacities for doing it will 
allow us, as has been done by similar co-opera- 
tive associations for years past. 

“Our stock is not all held in Boston, but some 
is in Fitchburg, Newburyport and other places. 
In the above I have given you such informa- 
tion as is required by your letter, but perhaps 
it would be well, if you will allow me, to adda 
little to what I have put down as cold facts, to 
meet possibly anything that may huve been 
said about our company being a eloak bebind 
which we were doing a covert business. To 
the statement ‘of some jobbers that the plan is 
intended simply to evade the provisions of the 
contract pian,’ all that is necessary to say is 
that our largest transactions are in articles not 
covered by any such plan at all—such as cream 
tartar, Squibb’s goods, chemicals of all kinds, 
especially morphine and quinine sulphates, bi- 
carbonate of soda, gelatine-coated pills and 
many other articles, mentioning only the above 
as those in which our transactions have been 
quite heavy. In our stock not covered by any 
plan our trade has been at least double that in 
‘patente,’ so that it is easily demonstrated to 
any unprejudiced man that we are not 
working solely to evade the contract plan. 
Of course our main object is to make money 
and it would be folly for us to continue this 
company did we not make it a direct source of 
revenue; therefore we are putting our capital 
where it will do the most good, and with 


quinine at 80c an ounce in Boston and we can 
supply a good American make at 66 and a frac- 
tion cents, a profit of 20 per cent, we would te 
unwise to confine our trade to patents at which 
we can make but IC per cent at best. 

“We claim asa right that we should be fur- 
nished patent medicines, our integrity not 
being in doubt, as long as our representatives 
sign the rebate and we pay our bills, and that 
apy one refusing us does us an injustice through 
aselfish, ungrounded fear of danger to their 
own interests, and to such I would ynote in the 
language of one great and honored: 
‘Remember justice will prevail, 

But let the heart be right and winds adverse 
willl soften to the gentle calm of peace, 
And rock thee gently as a child to sleep.” 

“The only thing that has hindered us from 
the full success that we have merited has been 
the self-interests that we have seemed to have 
jecpardized, and of course any argument we 
might produce to those who have prejudged 
our case with that bias, has been without effect. 
To youl have made a plain statement and re- 
lying on your fairness, rest our side of the 
case.” 

Mr. Kelly said if they were a wholesale drug 
company, there would be no objection, but he 
thought such was not the case, and as a whole- 
gale dealer he was opposed to such a division of 
goods. It wasstated by Mr K. that serious 
complaints have been made lately that a Chic- 
ago firm were delivering rebate goOds in Den- 
ver through a retail house or houses—that the 
present method seemed to be to have the retail- 
ers there purchase the goods and from their 
stocks to fill the orders of the Chicago wholesale 
house this and other methods of delivery 
where firms do not have bona fide branch 
houses, now fully set forth in a circular to 
proprietors of May 27. 1885 was fully discussed 
and condemned by the Association at the Phil- 
adelphia meeting. He hoped proprietors would 
use great caution in filling orders for retail 
houses beyond their reasonable wants, as they 
were generally for the purpose of evading the 
contract in some form. 

Upon motion of Mr. Henry, the bill intro, 
duced by Congressman James, to abolish the 
travelers’ license, as approved. It was intended 
to discuss the alcohol tax, but the lateness of 
the hour compelled an adjournment until the 
next time of meeting at Long Branch.

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Essential Oils.

Aniseed Oil—In 1885 the continental crop of 
aniseed has been from 25 to 30 per cent below 
low that of the preceding year; but the price 
of the oil has not correspondingly increased, 
owing partly to the old stock on hand through 
over-production. It is computed that in 1885 
Leipzig alone distilled 700 tons of Russian anise. 
The other continental varieties and the recently 
introduced East Indian anise do not seem to 
meet with the same favor as the Russian seed. 

Cajeput oilis rapidly losing ground. No re- 
liable statistics are obtainable concerning the 
production of this oil, which is principally im- 
perted from Celebes through the medium of 
the Netherlands Trading Company. The Ger- 
man Pharmacopceia admits both the colorless 
acd the green tinged oil, which latter variety 
deriyes its color mostly from copper, some- 
times from chlorophyll. 

Cassia Oil—This article has been neglected 
owing to the abundance of cheap perfumes for 
soaps now placed on the market. The larger 
perfumers use only the rectified article, and it 
may be mentioned that in the process of recti- 
fication the oli loses from 15 to 20 per cent in 
weight. Exporters in China now consign this 
oil directly to consumers, to the detriment of 
the European seaports which have until re- 
cently received all consignments. 

Citronella Oil — Although, for obvious 
reasons, the Ceylon exporters are chary with 
information on the subject, it has yet leaked 
out that the production bas doubled in Ceylon 
during the last three years, being now com- 
puted at 9,000 cases per annum, to which must 
be added the not inconsiderable quantities pro- 
duced on the Malabar coast and in the Straits 
Settlements. The bulk of the supply is cun- 
sumed in America; a single New York firm are 
said to have bought 3,000 cases in 1885. 

Cubeb Oil—No reliable information is obtain- 
able concerning the crop of cubebs or the ex- 





tention of the plantations, but it is certain that 
last year’s crop was a failure. Holland re- 
ceived, during 1885, only 270 bags, which were 
quickly bought up for export, leaving the mar- 
ket almost bare at the end of the year. Since 
some years New York has become the principal 
market for cubebs, which are in the hands of a 
few speculators there. The cultivation of 
cubebs, which was rapidly diminishing, may be 
expected to revive shortly, through the sys- 
tematic planting now carried on in Ceylon. 

Cummin Oil--For distilling purposes the Mo- 
gadore variety is being pushed to the back- 
ground by the Bombay cummin, recently 
introduced, and also by the Syrian variety, 
which is rich in essential oil. Maltese cummin 
seldom pays for distilling. 

Fennel Oil—A short time ago East Indian 
fennel was offered in Europe. This fennel 
shows a fairly large, bright yellow seed, but 
cannot successfully be employed for distilling 
purposes owing to its low percentage and the 
peculiar aroma of its essential oil. 


Geranium Oil (Turkish) or Palmarosa Oil—It 
is worthy of note that the designation “Turk- 
ish’ by which this oil is known commercially 
Is incorrect, inasmuch as it is obtained from 
India, partly by direct route, partly via Arabia 
and Egypt, although it is true that formerly 
Constantinople monopolized the article and 
Placed on the Western markets those quanti- 
ties which were not required forthe purpose of 
adulterating attar of roses. 

Oil of Hops—The demand from abroad has 
been rather brisk. Many experiments have 
been made with a view of preserving hops dur- 
ing an unlimited time, and it was found that 
this could only be accomplished by extracting 
their essential oil and thus removing the val- 
erol, which, if retained in the hops, changes to 
valerianic acid and spoils the flavor. It is now 
possible to abstract the oil without at all dam- 
aging the hops, and it is thought that foreign 
breweries have adopted the mode of adding 
the essential oil of hops to their produce after 
termination of the brewing process. 


Lavender Oil—The French crop of 188 has 
yielded a splendid oil, which has given univer- 
sal satisfaction, and prices will in all probabil- 
ity keep steady until the autumn. Lavender- 
camphor is now frequently required for scien- 
tific experiments. According to Proust the 
camphor separates, often to the extent of 25 
per cent, if the oil is left in imperfectly corked 
bottles. 

Lemongrass Oil—Careful observations point 
to a decrease in the consumption of this arti- 
cle, which is being replaced by citronella asa 
perfume for soaps. In rectification the crude 
lemongrass oil of commerce leaves a Irrge per- 
centage of brown colored residue, which sensi- 
bly increases the cost of the rectified oil. 


Mirbane oil—The benzol market has not ex- 
perienced any alteration lately. and asthe other 
principal ingredients of mirbane oil manufac- 
ture, nitric and sulphuric acid, have dropped 
to the lowest point conceivable, it is probable 
that the decline in value of nitrobenzol bas 
now reached its limits. It is otherwise with 
toluol, which forms the material for the cheap- 
er varieties of mirbane oil. This product can 
be had at almost any price, and consequently 
there is no fixed quotation for nitrotoluol, the 
price of which depends more or less upon the 
whim of the manufacturer. A reliable test for 
mirbane oil made of nitrobenzol is that it con- 
geals to a crystalline mass in a very few degrees 
of cold. The process of reliquidation should be 
watched very carefully, glass vessels being 
liable to explode in consequence of the increase 
in volume of the crystalline mass before it 
reaches the melting point. The vessels should 
therefore be kept ina normal temperature of 
+ Bto 10 deg. Zinc-coated containers have 
been found an excellent export packing for 
mirbane oil. 

Clove oil—1t would appear that the centre of 
the clove trade gravitates more and more 
towards London, which during 1885 imported 
eight times as much as Hamburg. Notwith- 
standing this the German consumer could gen- 
erally buy to better advantage in Hamburg, 
the hign landing charges mostly precluding 
business with the latter place. Hopes are en- 
tertained that the commercial treaty recently 
concluded between Germany and Zanzibar will 
have a favorable influence upon the German 
imports of cloves. ’ 

Clove stems are mostly bought by Hamburg 
oil distillers, who carry on a lucrative trade in 
this article after the oil has been wholly or 
partially abstracted, but the manufacture of 
clove oil substitute in that town will probably 
receive a serious check in 1888, when the fiscal 
unity between Hamburg and the German 
Zoliverein will be accomplished. In the mean- 
time the imports of clove stems in Hamburg 
show a serious decline; 322 tons in 1883, 211 tons 
in 1884, 180 tons in 1885. 


Rose Oil—Messrs. Schimmel & Co. regret the 
—in their opinion—premature revelations 
which have been made by the press concerning 
their new venture, being persuaded that undue 
haste and uncalled for publicity can only act 
injuriously upon their undertaking. They are, 
however, sanguine of ultimate success. As 
regards the Turkish oil it appears that recently 
speculators have taken censiderable quantities 
out of the market, and it is said that the stock 
has thus been reduced to inconsiderable pro- 
portions. New plantations of some magnitude 
have been laid on, but nothing can as yet be 
said of the prospects of the crop. Distilling is 
likely to be somewhat in arrear this season, 


frosty weatherhaving retarded the flowering of 
the trees, 

Mustard Oil—Large quantities of artificial oil 
are now being placed on the market in opposi- 
tion to the true oil, viz., that extracted from 
the seed. A rather complicated analysis is 
necessary to establish the difference, but a fair 
test may be found in the odur adhering toa 
piece of paper after evaporation of the oil. The 
true oil leaves an agreeable odor of bread or 
malt, the artificial product at once betrays its 
chemical origin in ita odor. This test is only 
practicable if the operator is in possession of a 
sample of entirely genuine oil, and the oil un- 
der examination contains about equal propor- 
tions of true and false oil. 

Russian oil of mustard has not appeared in 
commerce lately, but the new Indian and Call- 
fornian varieties have attained some promi- 
nence. 

Styrax Oll- By distilling liquid styrax a pro- 
duct has been obtained which may be of great 
interest to perfumers. It possesses the quali- 
ties of a volatile oil, and is composed ot styrol 
and several of the cinnamic acid ethers, the lat- 
ter forming the greater part. The specific 
gravity of the product of distillation is 0.890; 
on attaining its boiling point, between 150 deg. 
and 300 deg., it decomposes under emission of 
cinnamic acid. The storax contains about 1 
per cent of the essential oil. 

Wintergreen oil, of the true variety, is at 
present searcely obtainable in commerce; the 
product now generally offered consists of the 
extract of the wood and bark of a species of 
American birch (Betula lenta). From 1871 to 
1873 wintergreen oil was quoted at treble the 
present price, but six or seven years ago the 
Batula lenta extract was first placed on the 
market, thus causing the decadence of the gen- 
uine article. 

Thymol, Cryst—The consumption of this 
antiseptic generally increases with the ap- 
proach of summer, principally in countries vis- 
ited by cholera. The raw material (fructus 
agowan) has lately risen in price. Thymen, the 
by-product obtained in the manufacture of 
thymol, can be employed in the manufacture 


of common soap.

Hopeine. 
W. WILLIAMSON. 


After Bardet, in accordance with A. Petit, 
had pointed out the fact that the alkaloid pro- 
cured under the name of “Hopeine”’ from vari- 
ous English firms gave chemical reactions 
identical with those of morphine, Ladenburg 
isolated from a sample obtained by E. Merck, 
in Darmstadt, from London, an alkoloid which 
in its physical properties, chemical reactions 
and ultimate composition agreed with hopeine. 
Since the hopeine prepared by me differed es- 
sentially in its melting point and action upon 
polarized light from morphine, so that identity 
with the latter was out of the question. but on 
the other hand gave a number of characteristic 
morphine reactions, as I have already stated, 
(Chem, Ztg., 1886, 10, 147), I could only assume 
that my hopeine, in addition to the alkaloid of 
hops, which differs frem morphine contained 
another alkaloid, which in ita chemical reac- 
tions agrees with morphine, and which I will 
call isomorphine. The assumption was verified 
by experiments upon samples prepared by my- 
self and others obtained from various firms. 
Prof. Ladenburg also found that a specimen of 
hopeine prepared by me contained 0.1 gm. of 
isomorphine in about 0.47 gms. Whether the 
isomorphine obtained from hops is actually 
identical with the alkaloid obtained from 
opium, or whether it bears the same relation to 
it, that daturine does to atropine, must be} de- 
cided by further investigation. 


Hopeine being more readily soluble in ether 
than morphine, I at first attempted to separate 
the two alkaloids by means of this solvent, as 
well as by chloroform. The residues of evapo- 
ration when crystallized from alcohol always 
gave crystals which still enclosed isomorphine, 
and therefore gave the characteristic color re- 
action with ferric chloride, and with sulphuric 
acid aud sodium molybdate. 

I then treated the specimens with hot amylic 
alcohol, and like Prof. Ladenburg. obtained 
crystals of isomorphine amounting to about 
12.5 per cent of the material taken. It was 
found, however, that the crystals still con- 
tained hopeine, while the mother-liquors con- 
tained isomorphine. The isomorphine crystals 
could be obtained pure by recrystallization, 
but it was not so easy to get the hopeine per- 
fectly free from isomorphine. The solution of 
hopeine which was separated from the crystals 
was evaporated on the water bath, The residue 
remained fluid for a long time, but finally sol- 
idified to a crystalline mass. When this is 
treated with alcohol, which dissolves the hop- 
eine, and{filtered, the alcoholic solution evap- 
orated, and the residue treated with ether, 
there remains a slight quantity of a powder 
which represents the isomorphine contained 
in the mother-liquor. From the ether 
solution, I obtained only microscopic 
crystals, and from an aqueous alcoholic 
solution, needle shaped crystals, which melt 
below 100 deg. C, and partially sublime at 160 
deg. C, the solutions of which turn the plane 
of polarization only slightly to the left, and 
give no color reactions like morphine. From 
1.257 gms. hopeine prepared by myself, I ob- 
tained 0.208 gms.isomorphine. From theabove 
experiments it follows that the morphine reac- 
tions which I formerly ascribed to morphine, 
are not due to this, but to isomorphine ac. 
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companying this alkaloid. This was fully veri- 
fied by further experiments with pure hopeine, 
The latter dissolves in concentrated nitric 
acid with hardly any coloration—if not per- 
fectly pure, witha brown color—and does not 
give the well known, characteristic morphine 
reaction with sulphuric acid and sodium mo- 
ybdate. It is also distinguished by its solubil- 
ity in water; alcohol and ether, in which it is 
more soluble than morphine. In the following 
table is given a comparison of the behavior of 
hopeine in neutral solution, with morphine, 
when treated with the different reagente:—

Tt will be seen from the above that there is 
no similarity between the alkaloids in a chemi- 
cal view, and that the similarity of the reac- 
tions already indicated by myself and deter- 
mined by others, is altogther, due to the pres- 
ence of agreater or less amount of isomorphbine. 
The contradictions about the chemical proper- 
ties of hopeine are easily explained by these 
facts. 

Ihave examined various specimens of hopeine 
obtained from English firms as follows: Hop- 
eine praec. from 1, Thomas Christy & Co., Lon- 
don; 2, Savory & Moore, London; 3, T. & J. 
Morson, London; 4. Concentrated Produce Co., 
Brooklyn, also 5, hopeine cryst. from the Con- 
centrated Produce Co., Brooklyn and London.

While therefore in the so-called precipitated 
hopeine isomorphine is present in excess, the 
crystalline hopeine consists essentially of hop- 
eine. The cause of this is readily found in the 
various methods of preparation. The hopeine 
made by precipitation from the extracts of lu- 
pulin is purified by treatment with ether,which 
together with the empyreumatic bodies also re- 
moves the greater part of the hopeine from the 
precipitate. Crystallized hopeine on the con- 
trary is obtained by repeated crystallization of 
the crude product from alcohol and ether, and 
the crystals obtained by crystallizing and con- 
centrating the mother liquors used added to 
those first obtained. 

I could not, as I only possessed small quanti- 
ties of hopeine, and larger quantities were not 
obtainable, make an ultimate analysis of hop- 
eine freed from isomorphine. I am about to 
determine in which proportion these alkaloid: 
are present in hops and lupulin. They are 
most certainly present in exceedingly minute 
quantities in all varieties of hops, and particu- 
larly in the iupulin, not eaclusively in wild 
hops, but undoubtedly in the greatest quantity 
in the latter. I have not yet been able to de- 
termine whether isomorphine always accom- 
panies hopeine, but will investigate the matter.

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Russian Competition in the Levant. 


“Unless something is done very soon,” said 
Consul Bissinger to me the other day, “Ameri- 
can petroleum will be driven entirely from the 
market of the Levant.” For twenty years and 
more the American oil has controlled this mar- 
ket. The average shipment to Syria for the 
last five years has been 200,000 casesa year. A 
case contains two tins with sixty-five pounds 
of oileach. On the 20th of April, 1885, the first 
Russian petroleum entered Syria, via Smyrna 
and Beyrout. Between that date and February 
1, 1886, 70,000 cases were imported. Since that 
date, in tact but little over a month, 40,000 cases 
of Russian oil have arrived and not one case of 
the American. 

The first importation of the Rugsian article 

did not find a ready sale. The oil was unpleas- 
antly odorous and dangerous. It has steadily 
improved. At first it came in sailing vessels‘ 
but now steamships are carrying it largely, and 
it is pushing its way into every available mar- 
ket. There are three brandsof American oil in 
Syria at present, the Pratt, the Central and the 
Pacific. Unfortunately, just at the time that 
the Russian oil began to improve in quality 
there was a marked depreciation in the quality 
of the American article, and the former made 
along stride ahead because it undersold Ite 
rival. It must always be remembered that 
cheapness is the prime necessity for success in 
the Levant. The result of this competition has 
been that American oil has come down from 
$1.23 to $1.18 a case, and the two are now run- 
ning the race neck and neck. 




























To transport petroleum from Batoum to 
Beyrout costa only 11 cents, as over against 23 
cents from New York. Tank or cistern steam- 
ers are in process of construction for the Black 
seaandthe Mediterranean trade, and a pipe 
line is projected from Baku to Batoum, a dis- 
tance of 560 miles, to which it is hoped the gov- 
ernment will give its approval. This will give 
Russian oil a cheap and adequate outlet to the 
European markets. It will push its way up 
the Danube into Central Europe. With these 
facilities and with a constant improvement in 
quality itigsureto make a vigorous struggle 
for the trade of the whole Mediterranean. I 
have noticed in a previous letter that it has al- 
ready monopolized the Constantinople market. 
At Smyrna, the door of Asia Minor, it has near- 
ly succeeded in crowding out all competition. 
It has now pushed on to Syria with the results 
I have already given. Egypt has already been 
invaded, From Port Said it will make its way 
to India, where the American oil still has the 
monopoly. When, however, the railway from 
the Caspian sea to Herat is completed and 
through connection with India is established, 
there can be no doubt of the total extinction 
of the American petroleum trade in that vast 
country, which is constantly calling for an in- 
creased quantity of such articles. It should 
also be noted that Batoum is nearer by water 
to the great petroleum markets of Europe, 
Antwerp and Hamburg, than is New York. 

The area of the petroleum territory about 
Baku is practically unlimited. It is true that 
only afew square miles are as yet utilized. 
These have proved exceedingly rich. Four 
hundred wells have been worked. In 1884 the 
output amounted to about 8,000,000 barrels. 
The average daily yield is about 40,000 barrels, 
Mr. Redwood, of the London Petroleum Asso- 
ciation, reports a well which he saw spouting 
at the rate of 27,000 barrels daily. The facili- 
ties for refining the oil are still so inadequate 
that it is found necessary to check the flow of 
the crude petroleum. There are over 1,000 
square miles of productive territory, with oil 
enough to light and heat the world for a cen- 
tury to come, 

The petroleum industry of the Caucasus is 
only a dozen years old. It has had to compete 
with many obstacles, which, however, it has 
steadily overcome. Two Swedes, Robert and 
Ludwig Nobel, may almost be said to have 
created the industry, and are atill its leading 
spirits. They have put into practice the most 
approved ideas and have imported skilled 
workmen from America, and the best tools. 
They are constructing cistern steamships for 
the Caspian sea and the Volga, as well as for 
the Black sea. 

The hope of the American oil isin its quality. 
Russian petroleum yields only about 30 per 
cent of kerosene, against 77 per cent from 
Pennsylvania oil. As yet it has been impossi- 
ble to carry the refining process to a high per- 
fection, so that the best Ruasian oil is still 
barely on a par with the poorest American oil. 
By a determined effort the American petroleum 
may hold its ownin the Levant. The better 
classes will always demand the best quality. 
The Russian oil is sure to monoplize the trade 
with the poorer classes.—Beyrout Correspond- 
ence Hartford Courant.

A Remarkable Sample of Gum Ben- 
zoin. 

The fine sample of benzoin offered at the last 
London drug sales, says the Phar. Jour. and 
Trans.,and which was supposed by some to 
have been a spurious or made-up article on ac- 
count of the fcetid odor it gave off when 
freshly broken, turns out to have a most re- 
markable history, a8 may be seen from the 
following letter of Messrs. J.T. Pocock & Co.: 

“By this mail we have taken the liberty to 
forward you asample of gum benzoin, which, 
it will no doubt interest many of your readers 
to hear, has beea imbedded under sand and sea 
for nearly two centuries. In the olden times, 
as you are aware, this was the calling port of 
most of those richly freighted Dutch East India 
Company’s merchant ships, and there is no 
doubt whatever that this gum was being 
carried from the East to the European mar- 
kets by a vessel belonging to that company, 
when she became a wreck on the shores of 
Table Bay. Besides the gum a large quantity 
of pure copper in bars has lately been recoy- 
ered by divers, together with china earthen- 
ware, crockeryware, etc. 

“The lids of two cases, in which the gum was 
packed, have been recovered (one is in our pos- 
session), and they are not only. like the gum, 
ina state of perfect preservation, but they 
bear very plainly upon their surface the marks 
and numbers painted on in 1691. It seems al- 
most incredible that after a lapse of one hun- 
dred and ninety-five years, being exposed to 
the action of sea water during the whole of 
that time, the wood (cedar) should be quite 
sound and the letters distinctly legible. 

The following is a copy of the marks on the 
lid referred to viz:—

Having thoroughly exhausted a sample of 
the gum with S.V.R. we found it left a residue 
of only 7°7 per cent. of wood, etc., whereas & 
sample of “elect’”’ benzoin as found in commerce 
at the present day, similarly treated, yielded no 
less than 34°9 per cent. woody matter. 

We may add that upwards of a ton of the gum 
has been recovered.”

The Advantages of Natural Gas to 
Consumers, 


The advantages of natural gas to that con- 
sumer who is a purchaser of the fuel, are by 
no means as great as itis popularly supposed. 
But few consumers in the vicinity of Pittsburg 
own the gas wells from which their supplies 
are derived. Many of them may be stockhold- 
ers in gas companies and secure a return in the 
way of dividends, and in one or two instances 
manufacturers have either far their own works 
or in connection with others for several works, 
formed companies and purchased wells from 
which to pipe the gas for their own consump- 
tion, but these are exceptions, and the advan- 
tage of the gas to the consumer does not grow 
out of the ownership of the sources of the fuel 
supply. 

The advantages depend upon three factors 
First, the price at whick the gas can be secured 
from the pipe lines; second, the economy in 
labor and repairs, and third, the improved 
quality of product. These factors vary greatly 
at different works. In the neighborhood of 
Pittsburg the price at which gas is furnished is 
nearly the same at different works, but the 
economy in labor and repairs is not the same 
at any two establishments—we doubt if it is at 
any two furnaces in which it is used; the con- 
struction of the furnace, the condition ot the 
draft, as wellas the condition of the furnrce 
itsclf, and other factors entering to make this 
economy of labor and repairs greater or less. 
So, as regards the quality of product; about all 
that can be said of the advantage that is derived 
from this is possibly that the wares of the man- 
ufacturer using gas, and thereby producing a 
better article, will be given the preference at 
the same price, but we question if in many 
cases any increased price is secured as the 
result of the use of natural gas. 

It will be evident from this that it is almost 
impossible to state as an average what will be 
the advantage to a works in the use of gas, At 
iron mills it is variously estimated from 20 to 





80 per cent—in some cases less, some cases 


more; a8 glass works about the same, while as 
to other works it is impossible to arrive at even 
an estlmate.—American Manufacturer.

Ozokerite Deposits in Utah. 

Mr. E. Carrington, of Salt Lake City, reports 
the Tribune, bas effected a sale of mineral wax 
from his extensive deposits of it near Clear 
Creek,on the line of the Denverand Rio Grande 
railroad. As taken from the bed, this mineral 
is simply paraffine mixed with jet. On being 
treated with acids the jet is precipitated leay- 
ing a paraffine, which when purified is very 
clear and white and possesses valuable quali- 
ties. It is the best material yet found for insu- 
lating wire, when in its refined condition, and 
isa pretty perfect insulator before the jet is 
driven out. The jet also pussesses commercial 
value to be used as paint or pressed into orna- 
ments. Mr. Bates of Michigan, has been exper- 
imenting with this wax, samples of which he 
had received from Mr. Carrington, and he was 
so well pleased with the results that he ordered 
more to be forwarded to him. Mr. Carrington 
went to the mine a few days ago andsacked up 
2,600 pounds, and shipping it to this city, held 
it while awaiting correspondence. Yesterday 
it was sold to Mr. Bates at ten cents net per 
pound, and it will be forwarded to him at once, 

Ozokerite at $200 per ton will make profitable 
mining if found inabundance. It appears to 
have come from a heavy oil which was pressed 
up through the shale and sandstone of that lo- 
cality, and evaporating, left ozokerite filling 
the seams and crevices. He reports the quan- 
tity large and easily mined.

Cinchona Cultivation in Ceylon and 
Java. 

The cultivation of cinchona in India and Cey- 
lon has led to such considerable changes in the 
bark market that any information bearing 
upon the prospects of the new sources of sup- 
ply has an especial interest at the present time, 
Alate nuwber of the Ceylon Observer pub- 
lishes a report of the opinions formed in this 
respect with regard to Ceylon by Mr. Mundt, 
the President of the Java Planters’ Associa- 
tion, who has been making a tour through 
Ceylon and India with the especial object of 
comparing the work carried on there and in 
Java. Mr. Mundt thinks that the Ceylon 
planters have not mastered the requirements 
and habits of the cinchonas, and he says that 
he has seen very little that is really well 
planted, everything being done with the idea 
of getting returns as quickly as possible rather 
than with a view to permanent results. He 
thinks that though the elevation of most Cey- 
lon estates ig too great for Ledgeriana, a 
bastard of this variety—a bybrid of it and the 
succirubra—should do well on good land, but 
not on the deep slopes now planted with oidiici- 
nalis and succirubra. i1n his opinion a very 
large proportion of the cinchona planted on the 
higher estates will die out in the course ofa 
few years, since the ground is too steep and the 
soil not sufficiently deep. The conditions in 
Java are considered to be more favorable as re- 
gards future prospects. No bark is there taken 
until the trees are seven years old, and the sys- 
tem of grafting true ledger on succirubra 
stems is found to be very successful. There is 
a very large extent of ground planted with cin- 
chona capable of yielding bark with 10 and 11 
per cent of quinine sulphate, and Mr. Mundt 
thinks that when this comes into the market 
Ceylon planters will suffer. There are few es- 
tates in Java where they have pegun to shave 
the trees, nearly all the bark sent away hitherto 
being from coppiced trees, and he anticipates 
that when the Java planters begin to shave 
they will put on the market millions of pounds 
of bark far richer in quinine than can be pro- 
duced in Ceylon. On the other hand the ab- 
sence of roads and railways in Java places that 
island at a disadvantage as compared with 
Ceylon, where the development of an extended 
railway system has provided great facilities for 
the transport of produce. In other respects 
the possibilities of extending the cultivation of 
cinchona in Java appear, however, to be very 
considerable, and Mr. Mundt speaks of millions 
of acres that would be available for that pur- 
pose, if there were roads and railways in the 
district and the rate of transport was less ex- 
orbitant than it is; on this point he thinks Java 
can well take a lesson from Ceylon. Hut it 
must be remembered that tkere is another 
point also to be considered, namely, the mar- 
ket to be obtained for the bark, and in regard 
tu this the editor of the Ceylon Observer ex- 
presses his opinion that the cultivation of 
cinchona on half a million acres would have 
the effect of swamping the world and ruining 
the enterprise.—Phar. Jour. and Trans,

The past week has been a repetition of sev- 
eral which have preceded it. Apart from fill- 
ing the small demands of local and near by 
dealers there has been little doing in paints and 
colors. The most prominent feature of the 
market is the general dullness. The season is 
approaching its close and manufacturers and 
jJobbers{have found it most unsatisfactery in all 
respects. Prices have not suffered to any ap- 
preciable extent by the stagnation but this is 
due more tothe fact that they are already too 
low to admit of any further reduction than to 
any other cause. There have been no import- 
ant changes since our last and the gereral tone 
of the market may be called steady. 


White Lead, Zinc, Etc. 

The pig lead market presents a little better 
appearance than at this time last week though 
a@ very quiet feeling still prevails. The fact 
that the western markets are above the parity 
of thie, is beginning to have its effect upon 
holders and the quotation for common is now 
generally 475c though there have been small 
sales of spot and near by at 4 70c and one holder 
would probably accept this price for further 
small lots. Sales are reported of 125 tons at 4 75c 
and 100 tons at 4%0c. The Chicago market ac- 
cording to Messrs. Everitt & Post is firm al- 
though sales have been made in the east con- 
siderably below the parity of the Chicago mar- 
ket. There were sales there during the week 
ot 350 tons at 454@4 65c the market closing at 
these figures. There was a noticeable improve- 
ment in the demand and very little lead was 
offering especially for future delivery. The 
St. Louis market also has worn a more cheerful 
aspect, according to Messrs John Wah! & Co., 
and there have been reported sales of 700 tons 
refined and 300 tons common at 4 55@4 60c, the 
latter being the closing price. There was a 
fairly active demand and astiff feeling regard- 
ing prices. 

The demand for white lead ground in oil 
shows no improvement so far as corroders are 
concerned, but the movement into consump- 
tion.is said to be very good. Dealers and job- 
bers are well supplied apparently and will not 
be compelled to come into the market for some 
time. Prices are very steadily maintained and 
we hear of nothing offering below the associa- 
tion quotations, These are 7c net 
for lead in oil in quantitiesof less than 
506 lbs in wood, and 7c 60 days or 24 per cent 
discount for cash in 15 days from date of in- 
voice, for lots of 500 lbs and over. Leadin oil 
in 25 lb, 124% 1b and 1 to 5 lb cans is quoted at 
an advance of Kc Ic and 2c respectively, on 
the keg prices. The rebates remain as hereto- 
fore, and are payable at the end of the year to 
buyers who observe the rules of the Associa- 
tion. 

American oxide of zinc is very firm owing to 
the small available supply and the continued 
good demand for consumption. Some manufac- 
turers have been compelled to come into the 
market for stock with which to fill pressing 
orders. A further advance in prices is thought 
to be not improbable. The present quotations 
are ic @ 44c for the best grades and 344c @ 34ac 
for off qualities. French zincs are meeting with 
a moderate jobbing demand at steady prices, 

We quote 554c for dry Antwerp 
red seal in bbla of 220% lbs, 6c for dry Paris 
red seal and 744c for dry Paris green seal. Dis- 
counts are as follows: To buyers of 10 bb! lots 
of one or assorted grades. 1 per cent; 25 
bbls, 2 per cent and 50 bbis, 4 percent. No 
discount is allowed on less than 10 bbl lots, and 
discounts include brokerage.

The Labor Troubles from a Color- 
Maker’s Standpoint. 


In reference to the eight hour labor move- 
ment a prominent manufacturer and dealer in 
paints and paioters’ supplies said to a repre- 
sentative of the REPORTER a few days since: 

**Business has been very seriously interferred 
with since this agitation began, but the damage 
to commercial interests has resulted more from 
the fears of timid people that business is going 
to the dogs, than to any act of the striking 
workmen. Strike or no strike the consumers 
of this ccuntry require a certain amount of 
goods every week and if they put off buying 
until the present troubles are over the result 
will bea reaction in business; which will send 
prices up beyond the limit reached during the 
inflated period of 1879-80. This is just as sure 
to follow the present state of unsettlement as 
day follows night.” 

“But,’’ asked the reporter, “if the small mer- 
chant finds no market for his wares, how can 
you expect him to increase his stock?”’ 

“That is just where the small merchant, as 
you Call him, or the retail dealer, makes a mis- 
take. The consumer requires the goods. and if 
he does not supply his wants now, that will 
only necessitate the carrying of a larger stock 
by the retailer as soon as the present 
trouble blows over. This agitation can- 
not in the nature of things last long.

spring average or has exceeded it, the employ- 
ers have been forced to meet the terms of their 
employes, but in a great many branches of 
business this has not and will not become a 
necessity. Thisis true of the paint and color 
trade particularly, for the articles we manu- 
facture being by the majority of people con- 
sidered not necessities, will not be in as much 
demand during such a period of depression as 
that which we are now passing through.” 

“What effect then will the psesent labor 
troubles have upon the paint trade?” 


“They will necessarily affect prices when the 
reaction I have spoken of comes for the reason 
that the increased and urgent de- 
mand for paints and colors, will necessitate an 
increased force of workmen, longer hours of 
work and probably the payment of higher 
prices for material, all of which must be added 
to the selling prices. Hence the dealer who 
waits until this time to lay in his stock will 
have to pay a considerable advance on present 
prices. I do not anticipate any sudden rise in 
prices. The present troubles will wear them- 
selves away as the summer advances and in the 
meantime there will be agradual enhancement 
of values and when fall comes, bringing with it 
the active demand for goods which is inevi- 
table, there will be a still greater advance in 
prices. You have heard, I presume, of the 
shutting down of one of the largest glue fac- 
tories in the country, which is situated in 
Chicago. The proprietor says that he will 
keep his works closed until he can get such 
men as he wants to work the number of hours 
he requires for the wages he is prepared to pay. 
This is the temper of a good many other em- 
ployers, and though we in the paint trade have

hours of labor, this is probably the stand that 
many of us would take.”’

Vegetable Olis. 

The condition of the linseed oil market is 
practically the same as at this time last week, 
so far as city made oil is concerned, The 
Western crushers have apparently withdrawn 
from this market for the time being, or at least 
are not as anxious to sell here at the prices 
they are able to obtain. They seem to have 
grown tired of the unprofitable condition of 
their trade in the Eastern markets. Offers of 
87c have been refused for shipments beyond 
July and they do not seem to care 
to sell earlier shipments at the prices 
named by speculative buyers, which in many 
instances have not been above 35c. 
The city crushers having reduced the price 
to 39c, seem determined to hold it there as 
long as necessary. A meeting at which all the 
crushers of the country was represented in 
person or by proxy, was held in Buffalo early 
in the past week, for the purpose of testing 
the question of a national organization for the 
purpose of regulating prices, The meeting 
was entirely informal in character, and a gen- 
eral talk was indulged in. Nothing definite 
was the result. Jt would appear that there are 
about three-quarters of the crushers of the 
country who favor some plan of organization, 
while the other quarter as strenuously oppose 
such a measure. In this instance, the chief 
opposition to the formation of an association 
came from Buflalo crushers, and their opposi- 
tion was supported by a number of western 
members of the trade. We understand that 
though the project has been abandoned for the 
time, there is a possibility that it will again be 
brought prominently before the trade. 

The cottonseed oil market has shown indica- 
tions of improvement since last report, and 
traders have consoled themselves with the 
belief that bed-rock had been reached. There 
was fully an advance of 3c per galion on all off 
grades of crude, and the same quality which 
was offered freely this time last week at lic is 
now held rather firmly at 20c. Prime crude is 
hardly quotable, as supplies are not offering, 
and very little if any is believed to be on spot. 
During the week a round lot was offered to a 
manufacturer to arrive at 25c, but this was 
about the only reference made to the prime 
article. Buyers hardly know how to accept 
the new situation of affairs,as they have been 
expecting a lower market; they are still in 
doubt about any permanent improvement, 
and as a consequence very little business has 
resulted. Holders attribute the better feeling 
to the stoppage of mills in different parts of 
the South, thus restricting production to a 
large extent, and to the concentration of 
stocks bythe recent purchases of the Ameri- 
can Oil Co. These may be incidents 
to a better market, but the permanency 
of the improvement depends on _ the 
nature of,the demand. We are advised by wire 
to-night from Memphis that the demand has 
increased but that prices are unchanged. Those 
who sold one or two months ago for May de- 
livery are reaping the benefit now, by realizing 
higher prices than the market quotations for 
spot. Handsome margins have also been made 
from the settlement of March and April con- 
tracts, which were entered into at the begin 
ning of the year, thus enabling the dealers to 
cover any loss which may have been sustained 
by paying high prices for seed at the early part 
of the season. Soap stock is quiet and nomi- 
nal. Receipte cf oil at this port during the 
week were 1,626 bbis against 1,158 bbis the week 
previous. Tne New Orleans market is que- 
ted at 18@22c. 

Refined cottonseed oil has apparently taken a 
firmer stand, principally for off color. This 
time last week 28}¢c would buy a round lot of 
prime summer yellow for prompt delivery and 
two days later offerings were made at 28c, with 
one or two transactions at that, but since Sat- 
urday a change has come over the views of 
holders, and as if by concerted action, prices 
were advanced to 29@29}¢c for prime. Buyers 
are inclined to question the quality offered at 
29c, but it is so called and sold by sample. There 
was no effort today to makea sale under this 
figure, but most holders who were quoting 
20}40, would hardly throw a bid of 29¢ over 
their shoulder, Trade is so dull that the won- 
der is how the market can be sustained. From 


some source or other the impression prevails 
that we are to have a better market for cotton- 


seed products, for the reason probably as stated 
in the previous paragraph on crude, 


ought to see an improvement. 
doubting Thomases notwithstanding this fact, 


but nevertheless there is more interest mani- 


fested in a quiet way on the part of buyers who 
are halting between two opinions, whether to 
buy now and anticipate future wants, or to 
await further developments. Shippers are also 
around negotiating for supplies, but the actual 
business transacted is small. Holders are 
answering many inquiries in a firmer tone than 
characterized the market one week ago. Off 
color oil is in good supply and the demand has 
improved, but for once in the history 
of the market this season, holders are 
not meeting the views of buyers. Bids 
of 25c would have been readily taken

Owing to his failure to secure supplies 
here at his price, a shipper bought several hun- 
dred bbls in the New Orleans market at 23c for 
off color. The scarcity of winter yellow has 
also sent up prices on that article, aud refiners 
are now quoting 35@36c, which is an advance 
of 2c per gallon. White Summer continues to 
be offered at 304@3lc. The total transactions 
in all grades, including several hundred bbis of 
white summer, would not amount to over 1,200 
bbis for the week. In addition to the names of 
mills purchased by the American Co., as given 
elsewhere in our editorial columns, there was 
an important rumor on ’Change to-day about 
another large concern having sold out, which 
was subsequrntly denied, however, from an 
official source. The American Co. has now up- 
wards of fifty of the larger mills; the import- 
ance of the combination is being fully realized 
by the trade, and the general exclamation is 
“Next!” From Memphis we learn by wire 
that the market has declined from 26@27c to 
24144@26c, but no reason is assigned. The inside 
figure is intended no doubt for off color oil.

Animal and Fish Olils. 

There has been more or less forcing of stocks 
in the lard oil trade and rather low prices are 
reported as being accepted for various grades. 
Prime city is still held at 47 @ 48c and prime 
western at 45 @ 46c, but these prices are shaded 
for large quantities. 

The stock of crude sperm has been increased 
by arrival of 2,023 bbls during the week, mak- 
ing the total 17,200 bbls. There are some in- 
quiries, but the views of buyers and sellers are 
too far apart for business. Refined oil is about 
steady at previous quotations. 

Receipts of whale oil continue, the amount 
arriving during the week being 707 bbis, in- 
creasing the stock at New Bedford to 24,300. 
Buyers are making inquiries but no sales have 
occurred, The refined{market is unchanged 
and steady. A movement of crude oil for ex- 
port is looked for. 

Whale bone is held at $2 50 per Ib., with sales 
of 25,000 lbs. at that. Receipts of bone at New 
Bedford for the week were 11,570 Ibs. 


Crude menhaden fish oil has sold at lower 
figures than generally reported as realized 
from recent sales. Within the past two or 
three weeks, the movement has aggregated 
about 2,000 bbls;, and we are informed that only 
2lc was realized for part of it to go to Boston, 
22c for another lot of 300 bbis. which arrived at 
this port on Monday, and 23c for the remainder, 
although sellers have been quoting 24c, and 
now ask 28c for prime. Owing to these develop- 
ments other intending buyers are not disposed 
to give over 21}44@22c, but the market is quoted 
at 2244@23c. Therehas been no fresh business 
since our last report.

Minecal Olls. 
The market for paraffine oils causes consider- 
able discussion, and various opinions have been 
ventilated about the reported cutting of prices. 
Manufacturers who are supporting the market 
claim that the oils selling under 10c for large 
lots of 25 gravity are inferior, and that they 
will show a weak test. We have the statement 
of representatives of all the city brands that 
10c igs not shaded for large quantities of prime 
26 gravity of their production, and that 10}¢c is 
realized oftener than 10c. Tlereis a belief in 
some quarters, however, that lower figures are 
accepted on the quiet, and dealers have cor- 
roborated this statement with their own evi- 
dence. Investigation isin progress in the in- 
terest of certain manufacturers who are deter- 
mined to meet the competition if it transpires 
that prime oil of good viscosity is changing 
hands at 9c. They will hardly stop at 94c, 
and if this cutting goes on, consumers will be 
enabled to fill up at rather low prices. 
There are rumors of war in the air, and 
as stocks of paraffine oil are large enough 
to continue the wariare indefinitely, we may 
see a permanent change in the market, as it is 
difficult to recover lost ground in lubricating 
oil quotations. There is no talk about 28 
gravity which is being supplied to the trade at 
T4c@se, uccording to quantity for prime qual- 
ity; we hear of lower prices being accepted, 
but are not aware of the quality guaranteed. 
The prices named above for 25 and 28 gravities 
are for the regular makes; higher prices are 
demanded for speciai grades of same gravities, 
but the movement is so limited that we hear 
very little from that source. Then there is a 
moderate business in 22, 23@24 gravities, which 
range in price from 124¢c to 22c, according to 
gravity. As these are generally specialties 
with certain manufacturers, we hear of little 
if any competition, and prices are therefore 
maintained. 

Cylinder stocks are moving slowly but at 
lower figures of 15@19c for 600 light filtered, 
according to brand, 18@18c for dark filtered 
and 9@l4c for dark steam refined. Thereisa 
noticeable curtailment of business owing to 
the numerous strikes and consequent shutting 
down of mills, Some refiners and dealers re- 
port an exceedingly dull’ trade, while a few 
others claim to be as busy as usual and in some 
instances more business 1s reported than this 
time last year. There is an easy tendency to 
prices and buyers are generally favored. 

Black reduced oils haye not gone down the 
scale any further, 15 cold test being quoted at 
8}4@9c, 25@30 test at 8@8i4ce and summer oil at 
64@6k4c, for prime grades. The movement is 
in a small way and there is not sufficient inter- 
est manifested to cause a change in values 
either way. 

The export movement in lubricating oiis, 
including parafiine , has failen off slightiy dur- 
ing the past ten months, the total number of 
gallons from the U, 8, for the last ten months 
ending April 30, being 9,812,.67U, against 10,352,- 
824 gallons for the same period of the previous 
year while for April last the exports were 954,- 
857 gallons in comparison with 1, 149,,794 for

The Oleomargarine Fight. 


Strong influences are being brought to bear 
on Congress to pass Senator Miller’s bill to tax 
oleomargarine. Petitions in its favor were 
presented in the Senate last week signed by 
dairy associations in almost every State in the 
Union. Several thousand New York farmers 
signed a petition presented by Senator Miller. 
Senator Cockrell, of Missouri, presented a peti- 
tion in favor of the bill, and at the same time 
a memorial signed by a Kansas City packing- 
house protesting against its passage. 

The agitation has stirred up the manufactur- 
ers, who have sent agents to Washington to do 
allthey can to prevent the proposed law from 
being passed. They have issued a unique 
pamphlet entitled ‘Honest Words to Honest 
Men.” It is addressed to “the Knights of La- 
bor and the Consumers of the United States.” 
The pamphlet says that a combination of but- 
ter producers is working to prohibit the manu- 
facture and sale of oleomargarine. It claims 
thatin New York city $75,000,000 worth of 
oleomargarine is used yearly. The significant 
part of the paper is a letter from Benjamin 
Turner, president of the New York mercantile 
exchange, indorsing oleomargarine and declar- 
ing it “as cleanly and wholesome an article of 
food as butter.” 

Under the provisions of this bill manufactur- 
ers of oleomargarine are to pay a special tax of 
six hundred dollars annually. Wholesale deal- 
ers are to pay four hundred and eighty dollars. 
Tax paid stamps are to be affixed to all pack- 
ages containing oleomargarine. Retail dealers 
are to pay forty-eight dollarstaxes. Manufac- 
turers failing to pay the special tax are to be 
subjected to a fine not less than $1,000 nor more 
than $5,000 in addition tothe tax. Wholesale 
dealers are to be fined not less than $50) nor 
more than $2,000 for a failure to pay the tax 
proposed, Retail dealers failing in this respect 
are to be liable to a fine of from $50 to $500. 
The regulations are to be under the control of 
the Internal Revenue Bureau. Oleomargarine 
which shall be manufactured and sold or re- 
moved for consumption shall be assessed a tax 
of ten cents per pound, to be paid by the man- 
ufacturer thereof. Imported oleomargarine to 
pay, in addition tothe duty imposed, an inter- 
nal revenue tax ot fifteen cents per pound. 
Fines and imprisonment are to be imposed upon 
customs officers neglecting their duty, and 
upon persuns selling oleomargarine in other 
ways than prescribed by law, and for using 
tubs or firkins over again. One half of all pen- 
alties is to go to the informer. In recommend- 
ing the passage of this severe measure, the 
Committee on Agriculture calls attention to 
the fact that the subject matter embraced in 
the bill is one of great maginitude and grave 
importance. They argue that the power of the 
Federal government to impose an internal rev- 
enue tax uponthe manufactured compounds 
sold as imitations and counterfeits of butter is 
too well established by a long line of prece- 
dents to require any argument. As to the 
propriety of the legislation proposed the com- 
mittee says: 

“We have given the subject a patient and, so 
far as practicable, an exhaustive examination, 
andinthe course of that investigation have 
listened to arguments by representatives of 
the butter interest as well as the representa- 
tives of oleomargarine. We find that there are 
in the United States over 15,000,000 cows, pro- 
ducing annually over 1,000,000,000 pounds of 
butter and 300,000,000 pounds of cheese, and 
that the product is worth $250,000,000. That 
about an equal amount of milk is consumed as 
milk, so that the product of the dairy interest 
of the United States is worth $500,000,000 annu- 
ally. That during last year there was slaught- 


ered in Chicago alone about 300,000 milch cows, 
or an average of 1,000 per day; that there are 
from four to five million American citizens en- 
gaged in the dairy business, and that they must 
all abandon it, unless they can be relieved from 
the present ruinous competition with cheap 
imitations of butter and cheese. 

“That such imitations are not only disas- 
trous to the dairy interest directly and toall 
branches of agriculture indirectly, but that 
they are detrimental to public health, being the 
fruitful cause of dyspepsia and other diseases. 
From the best and most reliable information 
obtainable the committee believes that about 
200,000,000 pounds of spurious and imitation 
compounds and mixtures are now being manu- 
factured annually, which not only takes the 
Place of so much butter, but stops the con- 
sumption of much more by the demoralization 
ot the trade. The committee further believes 
that the existence of such base counterfeits 
has seriously impaired our export trade and 
will result in still greater damage if not 
checked, It further appears from all the in- 
formation before the committee, that at least 
nine-tenths of the people of the United States 


demand this legislation.”

The Lima Oil Field One Year Old. 


Today is the first anuiversary of the Lima Oil 
Field, the first well having been drilled in today 
one year ago. When Findlay struck natural 
gas, B. C. Faurot concluded to sink a well for 
the purpose of procuring fuel with which to 
generate steam to run his paper mills. Prepa- 
rations for the building of the derrick were 
begun on the 17th day of February, 1885. Oil 
was discovered on the 12th of May, 1885. Messrs. 
Faurot, Waldorf and Townsend immediately 
began leasing land. They took some of the oil 
east, and after showing it to Farmer Dean and 
several other speculators they organized what 
is now known asthe Trenton Rock Oil Com- 
pany, which now controls an immense acreage 
of land in this field. 

The Citizens’ Oil Gas Company was the next 
venture. This company was composed of one 
hundred citizens who put $20 each into the 
pool for the purpose of drilling a well, for the 
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purpose of further developing the field, Their 
well was completed September 22, last. The 
Trenton Rock Company then drilled several 
wells, but they were not very fortunate 
Meesrs, Moore & Brotherton, of this city, struck 
the first gusher in this field on the first of Feb- 
ruary of this year. Immediately speculators 
from the east began to flock here to lease land. 
During the year 1885 but three wells were 
drilled, of which one—the Hoffman, was a dry 
hole, leaving an actually developed territory of 
only about a half mile long and one-sixteenth 
of a mile wide, in fact only a narrow belt lying 
across the city, between the Paper Milis and 
the South Pine street bridge, where the Citizens’ 
well is located. Upto the present time this 
year, the territory developed covers about 
twenty-five square miles, or about 16,000 acres, 
upen which there are wells—producing, drill- 
ing and prospective, numbering about 80. Up 
to the Ist of January 1886, the daily production 
averaging about 50 barrels. An oil man ree 
marked the other day, that within the next 
year, the daily production from the Lima fleld 
would be 20,000 barrels.—Lima Times May 12.

Badische Anilin und Sodafabrik—The report 
for 1885 says that the year’s results were more 
unfavorable than was expected. The fall in 
the prices of raw products is the cause of the 
continuous depreciation of aniline dyes and 
particularly of alizarine. When the alizarine 
convention was under pressure of fresh com- 
petition ulssolved in August, the rivalry be- 
came keener, and proffts have thus been re- 
duced to aminimum. Manufactories less favor- 
ably situated than the above have been already 
compelled to discontinue operations. This 
concern was able to increase its sales to such 
an extent that the total amount falls only a 
little"below’that of 1884. The gross profits of 
Ludwigshaven, Stuttgart and the branches are 
4,483,000 mks. against 5,124,338 mks., out of 
which a dividend of 12 per cent. is to be dis~ 
tributed. The products of this concern have 
been given the gold medal of the Society of 
Arts in London.—Kuhlow’s German Trade? Re- 
view.

PETROLEUM MARKET. 


TUESDAY EVENING, May 18, 1886. 


The bulls were routed to-day, horse, foot and 
dragoons, Bulls who had boasted that the 
bears could not pull oil down below 70 cents, 
because the field situation would not allow it, 
were to-day frantic sellers at 68i4¢c. The mar- 
ket had, like the fabled worm, turned and gone 
dead against them. 

Primarily there were two causes for this 
startling change inthe speculative tide. The 
first and the chief was the failure of Craig & 
Lowrie, the big bull operators, of Pittsburg; 
the second but not the least was the lightning 
transformation of the Vandergrift No. 1 from 
& small well into the largest producer in the 
Union. : 

From 7lc the petroleum barometer fell with 
cyclone like rapidity to 6644c here, and 65c in 
Oil City and Pittsburg. ‘In the West the storm 
was even more severe than in the metropolis. 

Right after the opening the news came over 
the wires that Craig & Lowrie, of Pittsburg, 
alleged Standard representatives, had gone un- 
der. A little later the Associated Press con- 
firmed the unwelcome tidings in this manner: 


Pittsburg, May 18 “Craig & Lowrie, petroleum 
brokers, this morning announced their inability 
to meet their engagements, and their oil was 
sold out under the rules. The firm have beer 
bulls during several months,and have been 
holding up the market for thirty days. The com- 
ing in of the Vandergrift well in the Washing- 
ton fleld last night, and its increase to 4,000 bar- 
rels a day broke the oil market from 71% yes- 
terday to 7014 at the opening this morning. and 
subsequently to 6844. It was this that com- 
pelled the failure. 155,000 barrels were sold for 
the firm at 66@67c. 

Campbell & Lowrie announced that they 
would deliver all the oil sold by them this 
morning, and stated informally that they 
would pay all their debts. The market started 
downward under the heavy pressure and drop- 
ped to 66 before the decline could be checked. 
This was bottom rock, and the dealers gaining 
confidence the tide turned and at one o’clock 
this afternoon values had recovered to 6734, 
The total amount of oil sold for Crai¢ & Low- 
rie was 484,000 barrels. At Oil City 600,000 will 
be held for them.”’ 

At noon this supplementary dispatch was re- 
ceived : 

Pittsburg, May 18. **There was a panic in oil 
to-day caused by the failure of Craig and Low- 
rie, one of the largest firms in the country, and 
reports that the Vandergrift well, just opened 
was doing from 150 to 200 barrels an hour. The 
market opened weak at 704, and quickly de- 
clined to 6834 an the bearish field news, The an- 
nouncement of the failure was then made, and 
when 155,000 of long oil was sold under the 
rules for Craig & Lowrie’s account, values 
dropped like lea to 6644. There wasa slight 
reaction after this and at noon 663g was bid. 
Their oil sold between 66 and 67, They an- 
nounced that they would deliver all oil sold this 
morning. Mr. Craig, who is a wealthy producer 
says that he will be able to pay all liabilities. 
The feeling in oil circles was a little better at 
noon. For a time this morning, however, there 
was the wildest excitement at the Exchange, 
and everybody wanted to sell. 

In addition to the 155,000 barrels sold under 
tne rule, for Craig & Lowrie’s account, 329,000 
barrels were sold here at prices ranging be- 
tween 6644 and 6714, There are about 200,000 
barrels more here and 600,000 barrels in Oil City, 
for which arrangements have been made te 
carry it for the firm.”’ 


The market which for weeks has been in a rut 
was electrified by the inteliigenve. The New 
street side was emptied in the twinkling of an 
eye and all the business of the Exchange trans- 
ferred to the Broadway side. Chairman Peters 
adjusted his buttonaire and calmly awaited the 
rush. It came all too soon und for nearly two 
hours he was kept busy selling out oil for the 
account of the broken firm. The oil was sold 
in assorted lots. There were two batches of 
87,000 bbls each. 

When the excitement was over the Secretary 
footed up the sales. He found that 340,000 bbis 
of borrowed or loan oil had been sold; 105,0°0 
bbls of oil were also disposed of under the rule, It 
was only on this last lot that money was lost. 
Private advices from Pittsburg stated that 
600,000 bbls of floor oil had been sold by the 
chairman of the Pittsburg Exchange. At Oil 
City about 400,000 bbls were sold. Craig & 
Lowrie had no representative at Bradford, and 
that town escaped with a few small individual 
losses. 

Mr. C. W. Baker represented Craig & Lowrie 
in New York. He was unable to say what was 
the cause of the failure of his principals. A 
leading trader who is wel) posted on the situa- 
tion said: “Craig has been a persistent bull for 
months and carried on his bouks right along 
from 1,000,000 to 2,500,000 bbls of oil. Although 
the principal owner of the famous Smith or 
Dyer gusber in the Washington field, 
he made the graye mistake of under- 
rating the staying power of the Wash- 
ington wells and steadily bought oil from 
$1 12 down to72c. He did not think that 
the Washington. or Kane pools would ever 
amount to much as factors in the situation. 
Like many other good men, he was mistaken. 
The chances are that he walked the floor last 
night. He had reached the end of his rope, and 
being unable to meet his margins was forced to 
, brow up the sponge. I have anticipated his

downfall ever since the market touched lc.” 

The suspension of the firm is one of the most 
important events that has occurred in the 
trade in months. Craig has made and unmade 
the market at will for at least two months. He 
was the only enemy the bears really feared. 
Ever since the decline from $112 some 
months ago he has been a_ persist- 
ent bull. The announcement of the 
failure attracted all the big guns in 
the trade to the Exchange, and the strength 
subsequently shown in the market was cred- 
ited to the Standard corporation. President 
Wilson said that while the amount of oil in- 
volved by Craig’s failure is quite large, the 
amount of money involved will be compara- 
tiyely small. All of the transactions made yes- 
terday will go through the Clearing House. 

Allsales made to-day show a profit to Craig 
varying from 2 to 8 per cent, and the money 
will be turned over to the creditors, while the 
losees on the borrowed oil amounting to 340,000 
barrels will average 3 to 4 per cent, against 
which are differences on loans in bank which 
will go farto make up the loss. Craig was re- 
garded as the Woerishoffer of the oil trade. 
His transactions were on an enormous scale. 
He was heavily ‘*short’”’ when oil was selling at 
$110 and commenced covering at 85. There- 
after he jumped over to the bull side and has 
been a heavy buyer ever since, despite the con- 
tinued downward movement in prices occa- 
sioned by the big discoveries in the Kane and 
Washington fields. 

A late Pittsburg dispatch announces that Mr. 
Craig, in an interview with a reporter, stated 
that he was able and willing to pay all his 
debts. He expects in the course of a few weeks 
to resume business. 

The trading after one o’clock up to the close 
was comparatively light. During the afternoon 
oil held by Pittsburg banks and the Oil City 
Loan: nd Trust Co was thrown upon the mar- 
ket. 450,000 barrels was the estimate of the 
amount thus disposed of. The trade during the 
last hour of business was nervous, and divided 
into Craig and anti-Craig factions. The for- 
mer claimed that Craig’s operations were nec- 
essary fora continuation of good trading on 
certificates, whilst the latter thought that 
Craig’s downfall would inaugurate a new era 
of activity and pave the way to a big bull 
movement. These, however, were but few in 
number. “Now that Craig is out of the way,” 
said a bear, “we ought to see oil selling at 
60 cents, as it would have done long since had 
it not been forthe chief of the Western bull 
manipulators.” 

The early well news was that the Barre No. 1 
had made 156 barrels in one hour, and averaged 
110 barrels per hour for the next four hours, 
and at 9 P.M. yesterday the average was 125 
barrels per hour. Barre No. 2 made 362 in 
twelve hours, Willetts No. 3, 216 barrels in sev- 
enteen hours, and Thayer No. 2, 45 barrels per 
hour. This morning Barre No. 1 bad fallen to 
6) barrels per hour, but it was stated that its 
production for the first twenty-four hours was 
2,200 barrels, and this neutralized the effect of 
the reduction in the hourly output. 


Barre No 2made 600 and Willetts No 3 360 
barrels in the twenty-four hours, making the 
production for one day of these three wells 
over 3,100 barrels. While there was a consider- 
able increase in the short interest during the 
forenoon, it is also believed that many of the 
shorts took advantage of the decline to cover 
old contracts, which to some extent offsets the 
increase in the short interest during the day. 

At 250 p. M. the Exchange scout wired that 
the Grandin on the Clark farm was spraying 
lightly in the Gordon sand. The burned Thayer 
was fishing for lost tools and flowing at inter- 
vals, the oil going to waste, The production of 
the Vandergrift gusher had fallen off to 501 
bbls. an hour on an average of 1200 bbis. a day. 
The Niagara well on the Glenn farm and the 
Grandin are reported near the bottom of the 
stray sand. 

“This is a glorious market for scalpers,” 
gleefully remarked a room trader. “For weeks 
I have done « omparatively nothing, and this is 
the first real day’s work I have done in months. 
Wide fluctuations, you know, afford us scalp- 
ers a chance to make a good living. I hope the 
excitement will continue.” 

The market on Wednesday was unusually 
strong. On that day the highest point of the 
week, 7414c, was realized. Under heavy selling 
prices feli off a point or two, but at the close 
recovered to and closed at 7334c bid here and 
713560 in the West.

Then a strong 
buying movement set in, prices advancing and 
closing strong at 7134c bidall around. The two 
Vandergrift wells were doing 50 and 25 bbis an 
hour respectively.

Cremating by Nataral Gas. 


A Pittsburg dispatch says: The first crema- 
tion by natural gasin the world, and the first 
of any kind in Pittsburg, took place at a pri- 
vate crematory on Sixth avenue to-day. The 
remains of Milton Fisher, an aged farmer, who 
resided near Columbus, O., were reduced to 
small lumps and not to ashes as the popular 
idea has it. The body was put into the retort 
at 7:15 A. M.,andin one hour and thirty min- 
utes the gas turned off. The fire was started 
yesterday afternoon and the furnace attained a 
beat of 2,500 deg. F. by 7 o’clock this morning. 
The body weighed 160 pounds and the lumps 
when removed at 3 o’clock this afternoon 
weighed about six pourids. The advantages of 
natural gas were apparent at once. A draft of 
air was admitted through one end of the retort 
through two flues, and this uniting with the 
gas assisted more perfectly in oxidization, and 
completed the combustion of the body. Not 
the slightest odor was observed and no smoke 
arose from the stack. 
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The Storage of Petroleum. 


City Solicitor Warwick, of Philadelphia, last 
week sent an opinion to the mayor in regard to 
the liabilities of grocers and others selling oil 
in small quantities. He says, according to the 
act of Assembly of March 2, 1865, petroleum, 
benzine, benzol or naphtha may be refined, 
manufactured, stored or kept outside of cer- 
tain boundaries named in the act, in such 
quantities as the person desires, provided it is 
not within 100 feet of a dwelling and thata 
license be obtained from the Mayor, and with- 
in certain boundaries named it can only be 
kept in limited quantities. He says that the 
word *‘kept”’ in the act, in his own opinion, is 
clearly synonymous with the word “stored,” 
and if the two words be read as meaning one 
and the same thing there is no difficulty in de- 
termining what the act means, but if the word 
“kept” isto include petroleum, etc., kept for 
sale, there 18 no logical reason why it will not 
apply to petroleum hept for use. Therefore, if 
a grocer is obliged to take out a license to keep 
five barrels of oil because the act says no pe- 
troleum shall be kept or stored in any building 
without a license, then a private consumer 
purchasing a gallon of oil and keeping it for 
family use must also take outa license. He 
further says that a careful reading of the act 
convinces him thatit does not apply to grocers 
and others who keep small quantities for sale, 
but only to those who manufacture, refine or 
store the commodities. 

About 150 grocers had paid the licenses of $15 
each previous to the question being raised as to 
whether or not it applied to small dealers. As 
this money has been paid into the City Treas- 
ury it will be necessary for each individual to 
bring suit ogainst the city to recover the 
money. 
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The Average Life of Gas Pools Not 
Greater than that of Oil Pools. 


The fallacious notion that natural gas de- 
posits will be more enduring than petroleum 
deposits have been needs correction. No good 
reason can be assigned why the average life of 
a gas pool should be greater than that of an oil 
pool. Indeed, if the probabilities are considered 
the chances for longevity appear to be in favor 
of the latter. Oil when produced in excess of 
daily demands can be tanked for future use; 
acculating stocks depress prices; low prices re- 
tard developments, and thus prolong the life of 
a pool—and, as before cited, oil can be pumped 
with profit after gas has been practically ex- 
hausted. 

Gas cannot be tanked like oil, and in most 
cases no preparations are made for controlling 
and saving itin the wells; all daily surplusage 
is wasted; there can be no accumulation of 
stocks above grouad to effect market values, 





hence prices are more likely to advance than to 
decline, and all increasing demands must be 
met by new wells. 

The location of a gas pool is evidently a very 
important factor in estimating its probable 
life. If situated where only a limited market 
is to be supplied it may be lasting; but if near 
a large city which can not be surfeited, it must 
soon be exhausted by excessive drilling of 
speculators and competing pipe lines, and it 
would not be at all surprising if some of the gas 
pools now starting out with the greatest prom- 
ises should have brilliant but short-lived 
careers.—J. F. Carll. in Petroleum Age.

Struck Beer Instead of Oil. 


A large vein of beer has been struck, accord- 
ing to a veracious contemporary, at Troy Hill, 
near Pittsburg, at a depth of 114 feet. The 
drillers were after water, but cheerfully aban- 
doned the search, and will push developments 
in the hope of reaching the lower or Bock sand, 
where the fluid would naturally be of greater 
specific gravity. A similar strike was reported 
in the vicinity of Franklin some years ago. The 
well was started on a steep hill, and found a 
productive vein in the subterranean vaults of 
a German brewer. Every time the bailer was 
run people came from far and near with 
‘‘growlers,” (a scientific term for a small tin 
vessel) and no work was done in the neighbor- 
hood until the entire yield of the well was thus 
carried away. Its greatest output was about 
1,400 growlers per day, and those interested in 
the venture had high hopes of starting a new 
town whole glory should render tbat of oil 
towns but as a passing breath. The fate of the 
Franklin beer well should teach us to expect 
nothing of consequence from the Pittaburg 
strike, in spite of the frothy account written by 
the Dispatch enthusiast. All attempts to build 
a belt theory and prattle about anticlinals and 
pools will be swept away, when the Pittsburg 
brewer opens his vaults and discovers tubing 
and a packer stuckin the top of his biggest 
vat.—Bradford Hra.

According to the Clifton (Arizona) Clarion, 
Graham county in that section has a valuable 
alum deposit. As exposed, the entire face of 
the bluff for at least 500 feet, is a solid bed,chief 
part of pure alum, though in other parts high'y 
impregnated with copper. As it appears on 
the face of the bluff, itis a mixture of quartz, 
iron and copper, but asthe hill is penetrated 
the quality improves in “urity. The vein 
proper, or that which carries the larger per- 
centage of alum,cuts through the mountain 
and is plainly visible trom a distance. The 
trend of the vein deposit is northwest and 
southeast, although no trace of the mineral is 


found on the east side of the creek, In many 
Places the deposit closely resembles the car 
bonate beds which occur in Nevada, especially 
in the Eureka district, The mass is solid where 
not exposed, and will require blasting. Pock- 
ete are found frequently almost of pure alum 
nearly up to the standard of the marketable 
commodity.

An Important Mineral Discovery. 


A mineral wonder, says the Pittsburg Com. 
Goz., bas been discovered at Dimmler station, 
near McKeesport, in the shape of an abandoned 
gas well. The weil was bored many years ago 
during an oilexcitement and in the hope of 
obtaining a flow of the precious fiuid, The 
hope was blasted, and, after the well had been 
sunk to a depth of many hundred feet without 
success, the work was abandoned and the old 
well, derrick, etc., have remained there ever 
since, almost unnoticed, The water which 
has always flowed from it was known to possess 
some mineral qualities, but they were never 
supposed to be of any value. Some recent 
results obtained from it have, however, 
called serious attention to these properties and 
it is now believed that this water has a very 
high value as a mineral water. The water has 
been analyzed recently by a competent chemist 
and he pronounces it one of the richest and 
most valuable mineral springs in the whole 
country, rivaling even the famous Hot Springs 
of Arkensas. 

The incident that first called serious at- 
tention to the curative properties of 
the water was just before the 
Crown Steel-works were removed to Cum- 
berland. Superintendent Cozad, of that works, 
had long been afflicted with rheumatism, being 
at times unable to walk, or even to move him- 
self, More by way of experiment than any- 
thing else, he began drinking the water regu- 
larly and bathing in it at regularintervals. He 
was so00n astounded at the results. At first he 
was unable to take his bath without assistance,

TUESDAY EVENING, May 18, 1886. 

A little better feeling is noticeable in the 
drug market this week, owing to the brighter 
outlook on the labor question which has so long 
depressed trade. This improvement, however, 
has not shown itself in an increased demand 
for goods and now that the season is so far 
advanced there is not much hope of a material 
improvement in the demand. The prospects 
for the future are, however, considered more 
encouraging at the present moment than they 
have been for some time past and more confi- 
deuce is felt. As usual there are few special 
features to note the general market being 
steady and for the most part without important 
fluctuations in prices. The opium market is 
very dull and this together with the favorable 
reports received from Smyrna regarding the 
growing crop has had a weakening effect. Out 
side holders of quinine are offering stock at 
lower prices, and the results of to-day’s bark 
sale in London has unsettled the market. The 
essential oils of lemon and bergamot have de- 
clined while quicksilver and carb. ammonia 
have advanced. The principal features of the 
market are told in detail in the itemized report 
given below.

Reports from Smyrna of an easier market 
under more favorable news of the growing 
crop, have created a desire on the part of hold- 
ers in Smyrna to release their stccks, hence 
ow offers have been made for prompt ship- 
ment. The market here remains dull and 
weak, buyers continuing to limit their pur- 
chases to current wants. Single cases of prime 
quality are procurable at $3@3 10 as to holder, 
with sales of 3 cases reported within the range. 
The bulk of the trade passing is for broken 
packages, which are held at $3 15@32) as to 
quantity and holder. For future shipment 
$1 874@1 95 in bond is named, as to quantity 
and holder, but the naming of these low fig- 
ures has apparently no special interest to buy- 
ers and no business of any importance is re- 
ported. Powdered opium is dull at $420. 
Although the quantity of opium to be sold in 
1887 is not distinctly announced in the financial 
statement, yet it is clear,remarks the *‘English- 
man” of Bombay in u recent issue, from what 
is said that it isthe intention of Government 
to sell 5,000 chests monthly, from January to 
March, 1887. It is saidthat provision has been 
made for the sale of 55,000 chests of opium in 
the year 1886-7, and it is already known that in 
the nine months from April to December, 1886, 

40,500 chests will be sold at the rate of 4,500 
chests. Consequently to bring up the sales to 
56,000 chests in 1886-7 it will be necessary to sell 
15,000 chests in the three months from January 
to March, 1887,at the rate of 5,000 chestsa 
month. But it may be inferred that 60,000 
chests must be sold in 1887, if not more,in order 
to meet the requirements of the revenue. Con- 
sidering how the sale of local opium has in- 
creased in China, and how the sales in India 
will at first be affected by the levy of a high 
lekin duty at the treaty ports uuder the new 
convention, it cannot be expected that the 
Government will succeed in realizing the as- 
sumed price of 1,200 rupees at the sales of the 
ensuing year. To obtain the increased revenue 
from opium, as estimated for 1857, the Gov- 
ernment, therefore, will probably be obliged 
to sell more than 60,000 chests during the year.” 

The market for morphine during the week 
has been very dull. Values, however, remain 
steady at previous quotations. Sales of 250 ozs 
of aprime city make are reported at $1 95 in 
bulk. Scotch is dull at $1 95@2 15, as to quan- 
tity and style of packing.

No improvement in the demand is reported 
since our last review. Early in the week sev- 
eral lots of German which had been on the 
murket of late seeking buyers were placed at 
prices ranging from 57}@50c, the quantity be- 
ing about 5500 ozs in large tins. The consump- 
tive demand continues very light, buyers fail- 
ing to respond when offers of large quantities 
are made at aslight concession in price, they 
preferring to restrict their orders to current 
wante. Previous to the receipt of cables to-day 
giving the results of the bark sale, the market 
was steady at 6t@60c as to brand and quantity 
from outside holders, while agents of the vari- 
ous foreign makes continued their previous 
quotations. When the cables came announc- 
iug that of 3500 bales of Ceylon and 800 bales of 
South American offered 2/00 bales of the 
former and 100 of the latter were sold at 34%@ 
4d, and also quoting a weak market, the trade 
here became almost paralyzed and the question 
was heard on all sides: “Wonder if this means 
fifty cent quinine?”

On Thursday last one the German 
agents announced by circular that orders 
would be taken at 28 734d in bulk, which quite 
surprised everyone, as being against all reason, 
go much so that Messrs. Howards’, in sending 
out their notice of the reduction to 3a ‘vials,’ 
pointedly say they do so ‘in direct opposition 
to the course of the bark market.’ The result 
has been that nearly all the makers have come 
down, as below quoted; but until to-day no 
business appears to have been done (as buyers 
are quite frightened with these unmeaning 
tactics) and very little has been sold so far, yet 
the market has more firmness. Prices 
current are for bulk German 28 734d; 
Whiffen’s, 23s 9d; Howards’, 28 10d; 
ditto vials, 38; Pelletier’s ditto, 4.” 
Messrs. J. A. Rucker and Bencroft, of Lon- 
don, in speaking of the last fortnightly auction 
say: “At the last sales bark was lower and ir- 
regular. The unit may be quoted at 444d@5d. 

2,600 packages of Ceylon were offered, but the 
average quality was poor, nearly one-third be- 

ing branch. The Ceylon Obsercer, just to hand.

From Marseilles, under date of May 3, we get 
the following report of that market: Gum 
Arabic—There is very little doing in this article 
owing to paucity of stock. For the small 
balance of good soft sorts which is left on our 
market 520f per 100 kilos (£10 11s 8d per cwt fo 
b) is asked, while medium soft to hard sorts are 
held at from 495f@485f per 100 kilos (£10 1s 6d 
@9 lis6d fob). Ghezirah and Halabi gums 
are wanting. Of Senegal, Galam is scarce at 
317 50f per 100 kilos (1298 2d per cwt f ob), 
whilst Bas du fleuve might be had now at 310f 
per 100 kilos f o b (1268 2d per cwt f ob). 
For the other varieties in this market there is 
at the moment no demand experienced save 
for jobbing and unimportant quantities, hence 
prices are without alteration of note; how- 
ever, it may be that firm offers for quantity 
would result in slight concessions being made 
in buyers’ favor. 


Herbs and Leaves. 

The business transpiring in the majority of 
the articles enumerated under this head is con- 
fined almost entirely to small jobbing parcels, 
as buyers are purchasing with a view to imme- 
diate requirements only. For Ruchus there is 
fair Jobbing demand at prices which are given 
below and which show no deviation from those 
as last given. Coca leaves are reported some- 
what weaker, being at the moment in rather 
light request. Laurel are in good demand 
for small parcels at 334c at which price we get 
several small sales. The market for senna is 
still fairly active though the trading generally 
is in comparatively small parcels; however, 
these sales sre consummated at full prices 
which are within the range of our quotations. 

Roots. 

There has been no activity visible in any de- 
partment, still a fairly wide request for small 
to moderate quantities of the various kinds 
has taken a considerable quantity of goods, 
but the market is dull,and no immediate im- 
provement in sight. Prices for the general 
line are without change. having ruled steady 
since our last, and altogether the market may 
be reported featureless. The following report 
dated Marseilles, May 3d, may prove of interest. 

Gentian Roots, best Savoy, are neglected, 
and might very likely be obtained at 37f. per 
100 kilos. f.0. b. (= 158 1d per cwt. f.o. b, Helle- 
bore Roots, unshaved, remain quiet, and de- 
clined to 53f, per 100 kilos. f. 0. b. (= 21s 7d per 
ewt. t. 0. b.), at which figure about 3,000 kilos. 
are left in store bere. Licorice Roots—Several 
lots of grcen roots have lately arrived, but 
they are still too fresh to suit for export for 
the moment. Later on we hope to be able to 
supply select licorice roots, in small wired 
bundles, sticks all full length, packed in cases 
at about 85f. per 100 kilos. ft. 0. b. (= 348 7d per 
ewt f.o.b.) Tortoga roots, sorts, in bundles 
are quoted nominally 50f. per 100 kilos, f. o. b. 
(= 203 4d per cwt.) 

Shellac 


There has been no change in the position of 
shellac since our last, the unwillingness of buy- 
ers to operate being still the principal feature 
of the market. Holders are trying to get 1%c 
for D C but are compelled to accept 1644c when 
they wish to make a sale, and the same remarks 
apply to other brands. There is nothing en- 
couraging in the outlook,but holders think that 
prices have gone low enough and some threaten 
to withdraw from the market sooner than make 
further concessions. There have been no im- 
portant transactions during the week and the 
market closes very quiet. Advices from abroad 
are stiil extremely unsatisfactory. The Lon- 
don “Commercial Record” of the 7th inst says 
that the statistical position is extremely un- 
favorable, and this is the key to the situation. 
So long as stocks remain as heavy as they are 
now there is no probability of improvement. 
The stock in London on the Ist inst was 64,100 
chests against 49,742 the previous year and 49,- 
218 in 1884, The visible stock here is placed at 
24,500 cases. In London fine orange was un- 
changed, while second orange sold at a decline 
of 2@3s at the public sale. Garnet was steady 
but button decliaed 3@5s and sold very slowly 
at the concession. At the close on the 7th a 
somewhat steadier feeling was developed, and 
some seemed to think that the worst had been 
seen, for a time at least.

Seeds: 

The market has continued ina very quiet 
condition since our last report, business having 
been very materially curtailed by the continu- 
ation of the labor troubles. There is no dispo- 
sition whatever to enter upon new ventures 80 
long as industrial affairs areso completely de- 
moralized, andin every department the pre- 
vailiog temper has given evidence of a feeling 
of uncertainty and hesitation that has curtailed 
opera‘ ions and naturally restricted the volume 
of business in progress. The market as regards 
Smyrna canary is perhaps experiencing a little 
better feeling,though prices are still unchanged 
and business continues extremely dull,the only 
sale reported being that of 100 bags, which was 
sold on the Grocers’ Exchange at 2 5-16c. Sicily 
and Spanish seeds remain entirely void of in- 
teresting features, although the stock in hand 
at the moment is by some dealers considered 
very light.

In the Suit of JOHANN B. HOFF vs. TARRANT & CO., Judge Wallace rendered 


a decision lately of which we herewith give an abstract, as follows : 


‘*Prior to 1886 the complainant had been the ‘princi }2)] if no 
exclusive proprietor of the business of making and selling in Europe 
an Extract of Malt of medicinal and nutritive virtue known as Hoff’s 
Malt extract, and had adopted labels with the latter name and ap- 
propriate devices which were applied to the bottles in which the 
article was sold. Establishments for the manufacture or sale of the 
article were located at Berlin, Hamburg, Vienna, Paris, and other 
places in Europe, and an extensive business was carried on.” 


After referring to various phases and business transactions be- 
tween the complainant and the defendants and their relations to 
complainant’s Nephew, Leopold Hoff, Judge Wallace continues : 


‘*It is not doubted that after the complainant failed in business, 
in 1873, until he again assumed principal direction of the affairs, 
in 1878, he knew that Leopold and the defendants were proceeding 
under the contract. He had no reason to suppose that the defendants 
were not still ordering supplies of Leopold, and his statement to the 
contrary is not credible; he knew that no one but Leopold could be 
supplying the defendants, as though nothing had taken place to inter- 
rupt the business relations which had heretofore existed between the 
parties. 

There is nothing to indicate that the complainant and Leopold were 
at cross purposes with reference to the contract prior to 1878. Pre- 
sumably after he resumed his former relation as the head of the busi- 
ness, Leopold refused to recognize his right to participate in the profits 
of the contract. Their respective rights are a matter to be settled be- 
tween themselves. 


When the defendants were notified of the complainant’s financial 
embarassments and commenced making remittances to Leopold, they

The market during the week has been quiet 
and in the absence of any active demand values 
have been only about steady. The arrivals of 
both soda ash and bleaching powder continue 
to come freely to hand, thus in some instances 
holders experience considerable trouble in 
placing their goods from dock, even though 
concessions are now and then made as an in- 
ducement for consumers to “wade in’ and load 
up with cheap goods, but as ore said, “they 
don’t wade worth a cent.” Caustic soda, at the 
moment the stock is in excess of the demand, 
with values ranging lower than current prices 
abroad. Sal soda American has been re- 
duced by the various makers. English con- 
tinues weak 9nd dull, while chlorate of potash 
is higher, Kainit and muriate of potash are 
both easier under free arrivals. The other 
light @hemicals are all meeting with the usual 
jobbing demand with prices only barely steady 
as noted below. Mr. D. B. McCulloch, in 
speaking of the Liverpool market under date 
of May 6, says: ‘The chemical market with few 
exceptions remains dull and discouraging. 
Saltcake, soda ash, caustic soda and bleaching 
powder are dull and in buyers’ favor. Sul- 
phate of copper, more inquired for. Chlorate 
of potash scarce and dearer, Citric acid also 
better. Tartaric acid hardening. Nitrate has 
given way and closes weak in all positions. 
Sulphate of ammonia shows no signs of recov- 
ery andin the absence of business, quotations 
are somewhat nominal.”

Carbonated soda ash 48 per cent of the vari- 
ous Liverpool makes is only wanted in a lim- 
ited way at the moment,as is usual at this peri- 
od of the year as nearly all of the large buyers 
are under contract for this fire. The sales com- 
prise 75 tons at prices ranging from 1 30@1 42}4c 
as to brand and quantity. High test isin full 
supply and prices are easier at 1 20@1 25c as to 
quantity, brand and holder. Messrs. J. P. 

Brunner & Co. in speaking of the Liverpool 
market under date of May 8,say: “Heavy 
chemicals are slow of sale and in most cases 
values show an easier tendency. Soda ash 
weak and declining. We quote: Caustic ash 48 
per cent 1 1-32@1 3-32d, caustic ash 56@58 per 
cent 1 1-16@1 3-324, carb ash 48 per cent 1 1-16@ 
1144, carb ash high test 1 1-22@1 3 32d.” 

Caustic soda ash 48 per cent of the various 
makes is very dull as many of the paper mills 
in the West and East have shut down, owing to 
strikes, and cyclones, thus curtailing the de- 
mand for round lots. Values remain steady at 
1 20@14c as to brand and quantity. High test 
is only wanted in a jobbing way at 120@1 25c 
as to brand, quantity and holder. Messrs, 
Robt. Crooks & Co, in their circular under date 
of May 6, say: ‘The market continues exceed- 
ingiy dull, aud consequently even the present 
low prices have a drooping tendency. Nomi- 
nally quotations are unaltered; but caustic ash 
could certainly be bought In round quantities 
at 11-32d. Carbonated ash is quoted 1 1-16d up 
to 1544 for special kinds.”’ 

Newcastle soda ash 48 per ct. is again in better 
stock as several steamers have arrived during the 
week, not only here but nt near by ports. The 
demand is light as buyers confine their pur- 
chases to current wants, with few contracts re- 
ported for shipments extending over July. The 
bulk of the arrivals is under contract for con- 
sumption, and what stray lots are offering 
from dock are generally held at 12244@1i4c, 
with sales of 50 tons reported within the range. 
High test is unusually dull there being almost 
no demand. A few smaili lots of 56 per cent are 
offered from dock at 120c, with 115c bid and 
refused for 25tons. For shipments over May, 
June and July holders are quoting 1 20@1 22%c 
as to brand, test and quantity, with only a lim- 
ited demand reported. 

Alkali 36 per cent has arrived to a considera- 
ble extent during the week and prices are easier. 
Sales are reported of 25 tons at 1 20@1 25c as to 
quantity. There has been a fair demand for B 
M 48 per cent which is satisfied at 1 30Q1 32}¢cas 
to quantity and date of delivery. High test B 
M continues to come freely to hand, and while 
a large part is under contract for consumption 
considerable surplus stocks are being offered 
by outside holders on the market. The dull 
trade and strong competition among holders 
has weakened prices until they are now lower 
than ever before quoted. The sales comprise 
300 tons spot and near by at prices ranging from 
11744@1 25c as to quantity, also £50 tons for 
shipments at 115@1 17}¢c as to quantity and 
date of shipment. The other high test refined 
alkalies are quiet at 140@150c as to brand, 
quantity and holder. 

Bleaching powder of both Liverpool and New- 
castle makes continue to arrive freely, this 
with a dull trade and reports of an unsettled 
and lower market abroad, restricts trade here 
to a considerable extent. For prime high test 
Liverpool brands they are quoting 15591 60c 
as to quantity, brand and holder, with sales of 
160 casks within the range. Newcastle makes 
are pressed for sale from dock at 140@1 45c as 
to quantity with only a limited demand. Messrs 
J.P. Brunner & Co, in speaking of the Liver- 
pool market under date of May 8, say: “Bleach- 
ing powder is on the downward move. For the 

States £6 has been paid for 100 tons and £65 1% 
6d has been accepted today for 50 tons. The 








labor troublesin America are no doubt ac- 
countable to some extent for the scarcity of 
orders from your side.” 

Caustic soda 60 per cent is very quiet at the 
moment, Values remain steady at 2 67}4@2 75c 
as to quantity and hoider. High test is very 
dull as buyers are not disposed to pay prices 
demanded by holders, who are asking higher 
prices for shipments than for lots ex-dock. In 
some cases warehouses have been made of the 
docks in hopes that orders would eome along 
for it, thus prevent storage expenses. The 
strikes which have prevailed in the West have 
had a very depressing effect on the market, as 
is shown by the reluctance of consumers to 
purchase to any extent beyond their current 
wants. For 74 and °%5 per cent from dock they 
are quoting 2 4244@2 45c as to brand and quan- 
tity, with sales of 150 dms within the range. 
For shipments over May and June of 70 per 
cent 247@2i¢c is lowest price named, as to 
quantity and holder, with only a light demand. 
Messrs Jos P Brunner & Co, in their circular 
under date of May 8, say: “Caustic soda inac- 
tive. The late demand from Russia bas cleared 
out the bulk of the makers for early delivery, 
but there are very few fresh orders coming to 
hand. Transactions in 60 per cent are reported 
at from £7 98 34@7 7 6, and a few sales of 170 per 
cent at £8768 6@810, according to quantity. 
We quote 74 per cant at £9 6s, 76 per cent £11 2s

Sal Soda English is again in full stock by the 
arrivals of two Newcastle steamers which 
havea full ,stook for the demand at the moment.

OIL, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER. 
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Ammonias, Potashes and Fertll- 
izing Chemicals. 

The past week has been one of extreme dull- 
ness, the stormy weather and the continued 
labor troubles has had a depressing effect on 
the market, With the return of pleasant 
weather a decided improvement is expected to 
follow. Sulphate of ammonia, foreign, con- 
tinues to arrive freely with prices weak and 
lower. Sales are reported of 250 tons at 2 95@3c 
asto make, quantity and holder. Domestic 
makes are also easier and are quoted at 305@ 
8 10c as to quantity. Blood is jobbing freely 
although prices are a shade lower as stocks 
are coming forward rather more freely. The 
sales comprise 225 tons at $2 35@2 40 as to grade, 
quantity and holder. Azotine is now quoted at 
$2 45@2 50 as to quantity. Menhaden guano is 
meeting with the usual jobbing demand with 
sales of 50 tons reported for forward delivery 
at $2750 per ton. Double manure salt at the 
moment is in full stock with onlya light de- 
mand. For spot iots 1 10@!'<c is quoted while 
for future shipments 1 05@1 07}¢c 18 named as 
to quantity and holder. Kieserite is withovt 
change and is nominally quoted at $575 for 
spot and $5 00 for future shipment. 

Chlorate of potash remains in the same 
strong position as noted in our last. The weak- 
ness of the foreign bleach market apparently 
baving no effect on values, which are held very 
strong here at 17@17'4c, for both crystals and 
powdered. Several offers bave been made for 
contracts over the year, but as makers are not 
disposed to shade prices, no transactions are 
reported. The sales comprise 60 kegs at 17@ 
17140, as to quantity and brands. Messrs. J. 
P. Brunner & Co., in speaking of the Liverpool 
market, quote 67%4@7d, but buyers are slow in 
coming up to these figures. 

Muriate of potash is rather firmer, since the 
recent arrivals which have been pressing on 
the market of late have been disposed of from 
dock, except one small lot still procurable at 
1664¢c. Forstore lots they are now quoting 
1 7244@1 75c, as to quantity and holder. Future 
shipments are quoted at 1 67}¢c, as to quantity 
and date of shipment. The demand has only 
been light during the week, confined to such 
lots as current wants require. 

Kainit under free arrivals and a light demand 
is weaker than when we last wrote. For lots 
from dock $6 90 invoice weight is named, while 
store parceis are now quoted at $7 50 per ton. 
Shipments are also easier, now being quoted at 
$7 10@7 16 as to quantity and date of shipment.

Acetace of lime is very ecarce for prompt 
delivery, in the absence of stocks, holders are 
quoting at 125c @130 for brown and 2'4c for 
gray, as to quantity. 

Alum is very quiet as many of the mills who 
are large consumers are either closed or having 
trouble with their workmen, hence the orders 
from this source have been lieht during the 
week. Sales are reported of 1 25bbis lump at 
lc @ 1%e, and 100, bbls ground at l%c @ 2c, 
also 200 bbls Patrona Porus at 25>. 

Arsenic at the ‘moment is very quiet, the de 
mand being almost nil. Stocks in consequence 
are accumulating, with some disposition shown 
by some holders to unload. For jobbing lots 
from store 2c @ 2}4c is named but for round 
lots this can be shaded. Garland’s is held steady 
at2i40. Shipments on way and forward are 
quoted at 154c @ 13c as to brand, quantity and 
holder. Red arsenic is steady at 614c @ 640 as 
to quantity and style of packing. 

Blue vitriol is very quiet at the moment,} with 
4@14c quoted for jobbing lots, while for car 
load lots 34c is named. The demand is light, 
as all of the large paris green makers are 
stocked up for this season. 

There has been rather more business during 
the past week in brimstone for future ship- 
ment extending up to August, the sales aggre- 
gating 4000 tons at $2050 for best thirds and 
21 75@22 for best seconds, as to quantity. The 
arrivals have been quite free, with sales re- 
ported of 200 tons from dock at $22@22 25, as to 
quantity and holder. 

There is no change in the position of cream 
tartar since our last report. Makers complain 
about the prize package and clock style of do- 
ing business among consumers, which has a 
more or less effect on trade. Values remain 
steady, at prices within the range established 
by the various makers, 

The demand for copperas as the warm 
weather appreaches is better. Makers, how- 


ever, are not disposed to name very low figures 
for future delivery, preferring to sell as their 
stocks accumulate. For spot they are quoting 
65@70c as to make and quantity. 

Nitrate soda under free arrivals from London 
and lower priceson the coast is eusier. For 
spot lots they are quoting 2 55@2 60c as to quan- 
tity, while for lots from steamer on way 2 30@ 
2 40c is asked, as to holder and quantity. Sail 
shipments from the coast are quoted at 2@2¢c. 
as to date of shipment. The easier tone to the 
foreign markets, with a light demand from con- 
sumers, is one cause of the break in prices. 
The sales comprise 3000 bags on the spot or due 
at prices within the range. 

Only alight jobbing demand is reported for 
saltpeter, the receipts being in excess of the 
demand. The sales comprise 450 bags at 454@5c 
as to quantity and holder. Late mail advices 
from London say: ‘“‘Saltpeter remains very 
quietand no business reported. 16s sellers and 
163 144d buyers is the quotation for arrival and 
163 34@16s 4344 nearest value on the spot. The 
shipments to the United Kingdom for the first 
half of the month were 300 tons and second 
half 200 tons, total 500 tons. 


There is the usual jobbing demand in pro- 
progress for both white and brown sugar of 
lead, with prices eteady and unchanged.

A continued dullness prevails inthe English 
chemical market, and no great improvement 
in trade is looked for in the near future. The 
volume of business has not been quite as large 
as noted in the report of last week. Prices 
have changed but slightly, and any variation 
is in favor of the buyer. The arrivais have 
come to hand in moderate-sized quantities, but 
the larger portion went into immediate con- 
sumption on contracts placed sometime since. 
Carbonated soda ash Liverpool 48 per cent. 
continues to be wanted only in small quanti- 
ties, and for which buyers are paying on spot 
1 3744@1 424c as tobrand. To arrive, and ship- 
ments are held at 137}4@1 40c, with but little 
inquiry to note. 58 per cent is meeting with 
more inquiry, but no change in figures are 
noted. Newcastle 48 per cent is in fair stock 
and quoted on spot at 1 3244@1 373¢c, with sales 
within the range, Shipments are quoted at 
same figures, but an offer of 1 30c would prob- 
ably be accepted for round lot. Cxaustic soda 
ash 48 per cent, is in plentiful supply to meet 
the light demand which ir being experienced. 
Spot goods are quoted in jobbing way at 137% 
@\1 40c; a round lot might be obtained at 1 35c 
on offer. Toarrive 1 35@1 37}¢c will buy as to 
quantity. Caustic soda 60 per cent is held on 
spot at $2 75@2 80c,with only a jobbing demand 
to note, To arrive 272}¢c is being generally 
named; less would buy round lot for shipment. 
70 per cent is quiet and obtainable in small 
way on spot at 257}44@2 62i¢c. with lower 
figures named for large parcels. To arrive we 
quote 2 524@2 55c and shipments at 2 0@ 
252kgc. The demand, however, is very limited. 
The higher tests caustic remain unchanged and 
are dull. Sal soda on spot is held at 8734@92}4c, 
with the stock considerably reduced since last 
report. Nothing is offering to arrive but busi- 
ness would probably result on offer of 85c, 
possibly 82kgc. Refined alkali 36 per cent is 
quoted on spot in jobbing way at 1 30@1 35c. 
To arrive and shipments are held at 1 25@1 30c. 
BM 48 per cent is obtainable on spot at 135@ 
1 40c for jobbing lots and 1323}4@1 35c in round 
parcels. To arrive 1 3244@1 350 1s asked as to 
quantity. The recent arrivals bave all been 
disposed of from dock. B M 58 per cent is 
quoted on spot at 1 35@1 40c and to arrive at 
1 30@1 36c, with a fair trade being done. 
Bleaching powders are dull and weaker at 
1 57}44@1 62}¥c for spot and 1 55@1 60c to arrive. 
Nitrate of soda is quoted from store at 255@ 
2 70c, to arrive 2 40@2 50c and shipments lower 
than at last report.

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Coal Oil Jimmy. 


A San Francisco reporter ran across a curi- 
osity the other day in the shape of a man who 
is gifted with an extraordinary appetite for 
refined petroleum. When asked to take a drink 
the lover of oil said: 

“Thanks. Give mea little of the usual.” 

The barkeeper drew a mug halt full of steam 
beer, and then set out a tin can with a spout to 
it, such as are used to fill oil lamps with. An 
unmistakable odor of kerosene arose from it as 
Lee tilted the can upand poured a generous 
two ounces of the steely, blue-white fluid into 
the partially filled beer glass. The oil bored a 
hole through the creamy froth and described a 
gracetul curve as it went to the bottom of the 
amber fluid and again rose. When Lee held it 
up between the wide-open eyes of the reporter 
and the light the oil formed a layer of beauti- 
ful prismatic substance, opal-like in its hues, 
between the beer and the froth. Contemplation 
was not for long, however, for Jimmy, witha 
careless “Here’s luck,”’ turned the contents 
down his throat.

When a man gets to 
wheezing with bronchitis or asthma, or any of 
them things, just pump a good dose of coal oil 
into him. The chances are that the first time 
he takes it he'll throw up most everything he 
ever atein his life, but the fumes will get to 
his lungs, and when his insides get to working 
up through his throat every bit of the old stuff 
that has been choking his breathing apparatus 
will come with it, and in a little while he’s as 
good as new.” 

In going on with his history,Jimmy stated that 
he once traveled as a self-made doctor through 
Ohio, especially in the Scioto Bottoms country, 
and his sole peescriptions were coal oil and 
fresh pine sawdust. “Of course,” be said, “I 
didn’t have any right to practice, because the 
nearest I evercame to studying medicine was 
when I was about e'ghteen years old, and gota 
muonth’s job carrying coal into the fourth story 
of a New York mediral college. Common 
sense and actual experience taught me what I 
know about coal oil though, and I ain’t afraid 
to back it against all the medicines in the 
world.” 

“What does the sawdust do?” 


“Oh, it’s rich in turpentine, and some people 
with weak stomachs can take it when they 
couldn't get the coal oil far enough into their 
guzzies to have any effect. I eat a good deal of 
it at odd times, but I prefer the pure stuff, and 
it’s much easier to get.” 


“How did you discover its medicinal proper- 
tles?”” asked the reporter, motioning to the 
barkeeper to set ’em up again. 


“Well, it was something like all great discov- 
eries—partly a matter uf accident and partly a 
matter of observation. When I was in the 
army there was an Officer in my company with 
weak lungs, and when we got into the mount- 
ains he was everlastingly chewing the gum and 
pitch out of fir and pine treege. Then he was 
always well and free from coughing, which he 
never was down on the plains. Afterward I 
was in the navy, onthe old Portsmouth, and 
one night I was ashore with a young fellow 
named Patterson, who suffered terribly from 
the asthma. We turned in together, and in the 
night he got a terrible fit of choking—you 
know how they are—couldn’t hardly breathe. 
He hollered for water, and the only thing I 
could find was a bottle in the sink outside.

He nearly died vomiting, but after it 
was over he went to sleep peaceful asa child, 
and the next day was better than he had been 
for years. It struck me like a flash, and after 
softening some more oil with a little liquor I 
got him totry itagain. He kept on with it, 
and from thatday to this he has never been 
troubled with asthma. Then I gota similar 
sort of trouble and tried it, and it worked fine. 
You wouldn't think that my lungs were weak, 
would you?” And Jimmy sounded the lowest 
note of his basso profundo as he asked the 
question. 

“N 0; can’t say that I would.” 


““Well, they are naturally, but coal oil keeps 
them in working order,” and Jimmy swallowed 
his fourth ounce of refined petroleum. His 
breath smelied like a refinery in full blast and 
@ hurry to fill a big order, but he again lighted 
his pipe without an explosion, and the opera- 

“tion gave the reporter an opportunity to notice 
that the lachrymal glands, or the holes in the 
corners of the eyes where tears come from, 
were completely closed up. ‘The eyes them- 
selves had a hard, dry appearance, and on close 
inspection all of his skin that was visible ap- 
peared to have just been singed, so dry and 
burned was its appearance. In all other res- 
pects he appeared to be perfectly bealthy, and 
even more than ordinarily vigorous.

If somebody will buy him up and judiciously 
squirt petroleum into him for a year or two 
longer his breath can be touched off, and Cali- 
fornia will have another natural curiosity that 
will rival the natural gas wells of Pennsyl- 
vania. 


Fusion of German Petroleum Com- 
panies. 

Negotiations are reported to be going on at 
present through a Berlin financial agent for 
the fusion of German petroleum comparies. 
The amalgamation will not only include the 
Oelheimer Petroleum-Industrie-Gesellschaft 
and the Deutsche Petroleum-Land-Companie 
founded by the banking firms of Erlanger & 
Sons and Sulzbach Brothers, of Frankfort-on- 
Main, but all existing German companies, in- 
cluding the Deutsche Petroleum-Bohn-Gesell- 
schaft, the Germania, and the petroleum 
undertakings of Dr. Lepenau. The negotia- 
tions are said to have reached such a stage that 
a successful issue is confidently expected.

There is little if any improvement observable 
in the market for dyesand dyestuffs,the conser- 
vative policy of buyers heretofore noticed, 
being still apparently their guiding influence.

In aniline colors the demand is still confined 
to small lots to supply the every day require 
ments of the consuming trade. There is noth- 
ing new to be said regarding prices, the gener- 
al tendency being in buyers favor though no 
quotable decline has occurred during the week. 


Alizarine meets with the moderate trade de- 
mand which has characterized this market for 
some time past. Prices remain steady, they 
having to all appearance touched bottom. We 
quote 20@2I1c according to brand and quantity. 
For alizarine assistant there is not much inquiry 
but the market is about steady at 10@20c ac- 
cording to strength. 

Albumen occupies the same position as at 
the date of our last. Business is of a moderate 
jobbing character the sales being entirely to 
supply current consumptive requirements. 
There is no change in prices the quotations 
being 35@38c for egg, 174%@l138c for foreign 
blood and 1644@18c for prime domestic.
